The President Surprised at 
the Reception of His 
Financial Views. 


He Wants It Understood that 
They Were Mere Sug- 
gestions, 


The Actual Retirement of Green- 
backs Was Not Seriously 
Contemplated. 


At Least He'll Not Insist, if 
the Party Deems It 
Unwise. 


Sherman Also Hedges on 
Legal-Tenders and Sil- 
ver Dollars.

Bayard and Ingalls Present Reso- 
lutions to Test Financial 
Sentiment. 


The Session Thus Far Signalized 
by Significant Democratic 
Silence, 


And the Dull Days Likely to Be Con- 
tinued Until After New- 
Year’s. 


Goode, of Virginia, Wants a 
National Monument at. 
Yorktown. 


FINANCIAL LEGISLATION. 
THE FEELING IN THE SENATE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasarnerton, D. C., Dec. 83.—He would not 
be a rash prophet who should predict that there 
will be no considerable financial legislation at 
this session of the Fortv-sixth Congress. Prior 
to the assembling of Congress, and the publica- 
tion of Secretary Sbarman’s report and the 
President’s message, there undoubtedly was a 
reluctance on the part of the Western Repub- 
licans, at least, to commit themselves to any 
new financial policy. Even on the day prior to 
the meeting of Congress this same reluctance 
was manifested, but in the three days which 
have since elapsed there bas been a remarka- 
dle crystallization of sentiment. There is little 
disposition manifested by the trimmers on 
ei.ner side to sbirk the issue or to evade the re- 
sponsibilities. This crystallization of sentiment, 
however, is entirely towards a policy of von- 
action, and is summarized in the words which 
drop from the lips of both Republicans and 
Democrats from different sections: Let well- 
enough alone. Sound in point of theory, as a 
few amit, the financial arguments of the Pres- 
dent and the suggestions of Secretary Sher- 
man moy be, the majority of the yotimg masses 


on both sides in Congress 


CONSIDER THEM INEXPEDIENT, 

and neither the arguments nor the recommenda- 
tions will be heeded. The majority of Repub- 
licans argue that prosperity is at hand, and that 
resumption is accomplished, and at least until 
after the Presidentiai election they are not will- 
ing to undertake to enact any new legislation, 
even if it promises permanency to resumption, 
through fear that it might result in something 
worse. This comparative unanimity of opinion 
on the part of the Republicans is, of course, 
only the unanimity of negation, but so enthu- 
siastic a supporter of the views of the President 
as the extremely bard-money Representative, 
Crittenden, of New York, says that he does not 
think that a bill framed in  accord- 
ance with the views of the President 
would receive twenty votes in the House. 
The policy of the Western Republicans 
who control the most votes, seems to be to take 
the initiative in deelaring themselves opposed to 
the views of the President. While the Demo- 
crats have been watching in the House the Re- 
publicans have already acted. There is a dispo- 
sition, even, to press the Price or Fort resolu- 
tion toa vote under suspension of the rules 
Monday. Aside from questions relating to the 
retirement of the greenbacks and the stoppage 
ot the coinage of silver, many Republicans think 
that the suggestion to repeal the Legal- 
Tender act was quite uonecessary. There are 
many politicians who remember the hard fights 
that bave been made for that act as a war meas- 
ure during and since the War, whodo not now 
listen kindly to suggestions to repeal the act. 
They say that there will be time enough to con- 
sider the propriety of this if the Supreme Court 
of the United States decides the act unconstitu- 
tional. 

The Republican opponents of the President’s 
views have been strengthened by reports which 
have been brought to the House and Senate to- 
day from Western Congressmen who have had 

INTERVIEWS WITH THE PRESIDENT. 
These gentlemen say that they found that the 
President considered that his message had been 
misunderstood; that he had no intention of 
creating dissension in the councils of his party; 
and that be was surprised at the agitation which 
followed the submission of his message. The 
President is represented as having said that in 
recommending the retirement of the green- 
backs he made merely a suggestion; that he 
has not adopted it as a policy for the Adminis- 
tration. nor does he expect, or earnestly desire, 
that Congress shall now proceed to legislate 
in accordance With his suggestions, if it 
be that a majority of the party eonsiders that 
legislation providing for the retirement of 
legal-tenders at this session would be unwise or 
impolitic. The President, however, did not 
hesitate to say that the views contained in his 
message would be those which must ultimately 
prevail if the country is to proceed on a basis of 
permanent resumption and assured prosperity. 
One of the Republicans with whom the Presi- 
dent conferred upon this subject to-day said 
that to sanction tif retirement of the leral- 
tender notes now would be to jeopardize 
Republican success in 1880. The gentiemen 
who saw the President seem well satisfied with 
what they call bis explanation of bis message, 
and they do not now expect that there will be 
any serious break in the. party, if, indeed, there 
shal! prove to be any practical opposition to the 
passage on Monday, under a suspension of the 
rules, of some resolution declaring it to be inex- 
pedient and unwise now to attempt any finan- 
cial legislation whatever. Should such @ reso- 
lution be passed by any considerable majority in 
the House, it would 

PRACTICALLY BND ANY ATTEMPT 
to carry into execution at this session the sug- 
gestions either of the President or Secretary 


wing of the Democracy, bas introduced in the 
Senate a resolution to abolish the legai-tender 
character of the United States notes, and to 
provide that they shall be receivable for all 
dues to the United States except duties on im- 
ports. Mr. Bayard seems to have endeavored 
to make @ sort of political straddle on 
tois question, a feat to whith all Presi- 
dential candidates seem to find it necessary, 
sooner or later, to accustom themselves, and he 
states privately, and will state publicly, when 
opportunity offers, that he does not care to 
abolish the greenbacks altogether, but retain 
them as part of the currency without a legal- 
tender quality. This, he thinks, is sound Dem- 
ocratic doctrine, and in this policy be believes 
that the Democracy has been consistent from the 
first issue of the greenbacks. Bayard has tried 
to cover the position of Secretary Sherman, and 


| bas been extensively interviewed to-night. In 


these interviews he supports his position, and 
claims that his resolution will 

BRING THE DEMOCRACY BACK 
to its original position on the greenback ques- 
tion. He claims that the doctrine of bis resolu- 
tion is the doctrine of the party, and that all 
must recognize it. 

Senator Ingalls introduced a resolution de- 
claring that the present volume of United 
States Treasury notes should not be reduced, 
and that said notes ought to continue to be a 
legal-tender in payment of debts. 

The Dewocratic Senator from Delaware thus 
sustains and indorses the financial declarations 
of President Haves and Secretary Sherman. 
The Repubiican Senator from Kansas antag- 
onizes those declarations. Some predict 
that, on account of this, old par- 
ty linés are to de ignored, and 
that Democrats and Republicans will again 
unite for and against the retirement of Treasury 
notes as they did on the Silver bill, retaining 
their political allegiance, and subsequently re- 
turning to their respective political ranks. 
Nearly all of the Republican Senators, however, 
are opposed to this alliance with the Democrats, 
and they have selected in caucus a committee 
which is to consider a report on the subject. 
This baying been agreed upon, Senator Carpen- 
ter delayed the presentation of the financial res- 
olution which he had proposed to offer to-day 
advocating no financial action by the present 
Congress. 

THE CAUCUS COMMITTER 
on the financial recommendations of President 
Hayes and Secretary Sherman is composed of 
nine members, viz.: Morrill of Vermont, Conk- 
ling of New York, Hamlin of Maine, McMillao 
of Minnesota, Booth of California, Kirkwood of 
Iowa, Vameron of Pennsyivania, Logan of Illi- 
nois, and Carpenter of Wisconsin. As the Sen- 
ate will adjourn over from to-morrow until 
Monday, the Committee will have an excellent 
opportunity fora full and free conference. 
SECRETARY SHERMAN SAID 

to a correspondent of [ne Trrsuns this after- 
noon that de did not care to add anything to 
what he bad already said on this subject in his 
report. He has always held the opinions there 
expressed, and believes now that the legal- 
tender property does not increase the value of 
the greenback, nor make it any more accepta- 
ble to the people. If Congress would make 
this change, giving the Secretary time to pre- 
pare for it, and authority to reduce the 
volume of outstanding legal-tenders to 
$300,000,000, the shock to business would 
probably be much less than if the Supreme 
Court should suddenly decide, a year or two 
from now, thatsuch notes reissued after the 
War are not a legal-tender. Secretary Sher- 
man said that he does not now nor has be ever 
seen any objection to the issue of Treasury 
notes, provided the volume of them is not al- 
lowed at any time te exceed the amount that 
can always be sustained at par. Mr. Sherman 
says that be does not agree with the President 
that the amount of the greenback circulation 
should be now reduced. 

A TRIBUNE correspondent conversed with a 
number of Western Republican Senators ia re- 
gard to the questions raised by the Bayard and 
Ingalls resolutions, and tound them practically 
solid in support of Senator Ingalls’ resolution. 
Senator Iogalls himself says that it represented 
the views of all the Republicans of the Missis- 
sippi Valley, and probably a majority of the 
Democrats, with an even chance among Repub- 
lican Sevators farther east. Among the latter 
the sentiment is primarily favorable to the 
Bayard resolution, but the fact, which is not 
concealed, that the Democrats are aur 
ious to seek a new issue on financial 
questions to divert public opinion from 
the issues upon which they have been so dis- 
astrously defeated, leads Republicans, who 
would otherwise fayor the retirement of green- 
backs, to acquiesce ina postponement of the 
question until 

AFTER THE NEXT PRESIDENTIAL CANVASS. 

Representative Price, who introduced a reso- 
lution in the House yesterday of purport 
similar to that of Senator Ingalls’, had a con- 
versation with Secretary Sherman this forenoon, 
and was told by the Secretary that he did not 
desire any financial legislation during this ses- 
sion. 

Gen. Garfield embodied the recommendations 
of Secretary Sherman in a Dili to 
facilitate the refunding of the Na- 
tional debt, which provides that all 
existing provisions of law authorizing the re- 
funding of the National debt sball apply to any 
bonds of the United States bearing a higher rate 
of interest than 4 per cent; which may hereafter 
become redeemable, and authorizes the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, iu the process of refund- 
ing the National debt, to exchange directly at 
par bonds of the United States bearing interest 
at 4 per cent of the descriptions authorized by 
the act of July 14, 1870, entitled Au Act to 
Authorize the Refunding of the National Debt,“ 
for any bonds of the United States outstanding, 
and iocluding those bearing a higher 
rate of interest, and, in any such exchange, in- 
terest may be allowed on the bonds so redeemed 
fora period of three months; and, whenever 
any bonds are redeemed bearing fnterest at 5 or 
6 per cent, the Secretary of the Treasury may 
allow to the bondholders, in lieu of tree 
months’ interest, provided for above, the differ- 
ence between the interest on such bonds from 
the date of exchange to the time of their ma- 
turity, and the faterest on the 4 rer cent bonds 
for a like period. Authority to issue such der 
cent bouds as may be necessary ta carry out 
the provisions of this act is hereby granted. 

Wheiher the Republicans are able to agree 
upon the questions limiting silver and retiring 
greenbacks, it is certain the Democrats wil! not. 
The talk to-night over the Bayard resolutions 
shows that of itself it has destroyed the Demo- 
cratic hopes of shaping all business witha view 
to a short session. It is admitted that the dis- 
cussion of this resolution will be prolonged and 
heated. 


THE °POSSUMS. 
DEMOCRATS KEEPING VERY QUIET.

FOREIGN. 


Details of the Attempt to As- 
sasinate the Czar 
of Russia. 


An Infernal Machine Placed 
Under the Railway 
Track. 


Battery at a Distance, 


A Baggage Train Mistaken for 
That of the Imperial 
Party, 


And Thus the Emperor of All the 
Russias Escapes Un- 
scathed. . 


The Pactions in the French Legislative

RUSSIA. 
THE ATTEMPT UPON THE SCARZ’S LIFE. 

Moscow, Dec. 3.—After the arrival of the 
Emperor last night, and whilst a second train 
containing baggage was on the way hither, au 
explosion occurred. One luggage van was 
blown to pieces, and seven carriages were 
thrown off the rails, but nobody was injured. 
The explosives which destroyed the Imperial 
baggage train are stated to have been piaced 
Monday evening under the rails at a point over 
which the Imperial train would pass just before 
entering the Moscow railway station. The Czar 
arrived safely, however, at 11 Monday night, 
and the explosion occurred on the passage of 
the baggage train, half an hour afterward. The 
house whence the mine was expioded has been 
discovered, and search is making for the perpe- 
trators of the outrage. The Czar will arrive in 
St. Petersburg to-morrow. 

ANOTHER, ACCOUNT. 

The following has been received from Moscow: 
The rumors which have received currency that 
an attempt was made upon the Czar’s life, 
growing out of the accident to the train in which 
he was traveling to this city while on his way 
from Livadia to St. Petersburg, are denied by 
the suite and attendants of the Empress. The 
explanation iu official circles is that the baggage- 
train, which was followed by the Imperial train, 
broke one of its connections or couplings be- 
tween twocars on account of the strain upon 
it, by which several of the cars subsequently 
left the track from the force resulting from the 
collision. it is asserted that no one was burt, 
and no aceident happened to the carriages com- 
posing the Imperial train at all. 

Another version, not sanctioned by author- 
ity, is that an attempt upon the Czar’s 
life, was intended, but owing to the 
difficulty encountered by the would-be 
assasius in evading the railway guards, they did 
not reach the road until the train containing the 
Czar had passed, and mistook the baggage-train, 
which they heard coming in the distance, for the 
one carrying the Emperor, and placed the im- 
 pediments which threw it from the track. 

MANY OTHER RUMORS 
are flying about the city, most of them affirm- 
ing the existence of a plot to take his Majesty’s 
life. Telegrams and messages of inquiry from 
St. Petersbure and otber parts of the country 
are being received asking for facts. 

Soon after his arrival here, in order to allay 
public excitement, the Czar showed himself 
upon the balcony of the Palace, and, in re- 
sponse to the acclamations of the multitude, 
spoke a few words, thanking the people for the 
exhibition of their solicitude on his behalf. Es- 


safe journey for the Czar to the Capital, both 
as to the character of the train officials and the 
guards of the road. 

THE OZAR CONGRATULATED. 

To-day a deputation proceeded to Kremlin to 
congratulate his Majesty upon his visit to Mos- 
cow. Previous to the Emperor’s arrival in the 
hall of audience, the Lord Marsha) gave the 
deputation news of the catastrophe of the 
previous evening. His hearers appeared for the 
moment thunderstruck, but immediately after- 
wards broke into loud cheers at the Emperor's 
escape. The Emperor appeared in St. George's 
Hall at noon, and was presented by the munic- 
ipal authorities with bread and salt, when he 
spoke as follows: Gentlemen: I am very glad 
to see you again, remembering the loval attach- 
ment which you evinced on the occasion of the 
sad event of April 14. Similar assuratces then 
reached me from all parts. 

“You are already acquainted with the events of 
yesterday. God preserved me, as well as those 
traveling with me. Anxious only for che wel- 
tare of Russia, I have placed myself in the 
hands of Providence; but sedition must be ex- 
tirpated. 1 appeal, therefore, to you and all 
right-minded people to aid me in the eradica- 
tion of this evil which has taken root in Ruasia.

THE OFFICIAL ACCOUNT. 

Sr. PeTerssure, Dec. 3.—The official account 
of the attempt to destroy the Imperial train 
Monday night states that the, explosion oc- 
curred as the baggage train was entering the 
Rogosh quarter of Moscow. ‘Ihe train was 
thrown off the rails, and one baggage van was 
overturned and two passenger-carriages thrown 
right across the line. The explosion caused a 
Tab in the permanent roadway four feet and 
eight inches deep, sixteen feet long, and eighteen 
feet broad. 

AHEAD OF TIME. 

Moscow, Dec. 3.—A person who wasin the 
bageage train at the time of the explosion! savs 
the baggage train of fourteen carriages and two 
locomotives was dispatched half an hour before 
the train carrying the Emperor, but by a fortu- 
nate chance the Czar’s train overtook the bag- 
gage train, passed, and left it some distance be- 
hind. The explosion attracted the police and a 
crowd of people, who were loud in their expres- 
sions of horror. Telegraphic communication 
was interrupted for a time, owing to the posts 
having been thrown down by the explosion. 
Two railway officials who were in the immediate 
Vicipity were badly injured. The perpetrators 
doubtiess thought the Czar was in the second 
train. 

The Public Prosecutor and Magistrate soon 
arrived. Ihe latter discovered in the court- 
yard of the empty house, concealed under the 
snow, some wires connected with a battery 
placed in an outhouse, from which the passing 
trains could easily be seen. The house was 
bought in September by a young man who 
stated that he was a citizen of Samara. He had 
been observed digging in his ceilar by bis 
neighbors, but disarmed suspicion by declaring 
that his reason for doing so was to obtain sand. 
From tois cellar was dug a passage-way, in 
which a train of powder was laid, connecting 
with a cask under the railway. More wires were 
found behind the wali-paper. It is supposed 
several persons were engaged in the work.

THE RAILROAD SCHEME. 

Lonpon, Dec. 8.—A Berlin dispatch says the 
Government bill for the purchase of the Berlin 
& Stettin, the. Magdebure & Halberstadt, the 
Hanover & Altenbecken, and the Cologne & 
Minden Railways having been submitted to the 
Railway Committee of the Prussian Landtag 
for examination, that body appointed a sub- 
committee to prepare and settle the conditions, 
furnishing guarantees against any abuse of the 
powers which the Government would derive 
under the new measure. The Sub-Committee 
now recommend the concurrence of the Rail- 
way Committee in the measure depend- 
ent upon the Government’s introduction of 
a bill during the present session, or, at the 
latest, during the next, guaranteeing a separate 
financial administration for railways, so that 
the revenues therefrom shall be applied solely 
to meeting the charges ou railway debts, man- 
agement, and extensions. Ihe Sub-Committee 
also recommend that the railway administra- 
tion shall be assisted by the General Railway 
Council to co-operate with the Central Railway 
Administration, vested in the Ministry of Pub- 
lic Works, and by the District Railway Coun- 
cils to co-operate with the managers of the va- 
rious railways. These recommendation have 
been accepted, with slight modifications, by the 
Railway Committes, and will doubtless be 
adopted by the Landtag. 

GORTSCHAKOFF’S BERLIN VISIT.

surprise. 

FAMINE.

FAREWELL TO GALENA.

The 
train pulled out at 1:30 o’clock amid the cheers 
and good-byes of the people. Gen. Grant stood 
on the platform atthe rear lifting bis hat and 
waving his hand in response thereto. The Gen- 
eral and wile were accompanied as far as Lena 
by Capt. Augustus Estey and daughter, Miss 
Fanny Estey, and J. B. Brown, of the Galena 
Gazette. The train made a stop of twelve 
minutes at Lena. A large crowd of 
people were assembled at the depot, and re- 
ceived the General with three hearty cheers. 
The passenger-house was beautifully decorated 
with flags, the military were out in full uni- 
form, and the school-children passed by the ex- 
President in procession. Just previous to the 
departure of the train, an appropriate address, 
beautifully framed and priated on satin, was 
presented to the General by tne Rev. A. 8.

The train arrived at Freeport, a distance of 
fifty miles from Galena, in exactly ope hour and 
ten minutes. 

A sbort address of welcome was delivered at 
Leva by Dr. Naramore, which was responded 
to bappily by Gen. Grant. The Galena party, 
including the Baroness Von Scheurer, piece of 
Capt. Estey, accompanied the General and Mrs. 
Grant to Freeport, instead of Lena.

The train was drawn by engine No. 61, and was 
run by Tom Rogers, engineer, and William 
Lacy. conductor. It was composed of a bag- 
gage-car, officers’ car, and the private drawing- 
room car of Mr. George M. Pullman. This car 
is magovificently furvished with a piano and all 
the accessories of a modern parlor and the com- 
forts of a boudoir. 

On board the train were Gen. P. H. Sheridan, 
Gen. Anson Stager, Col. Fred.Grant, J. W. 
Doane, P. H. Campbell, J. Russeti Jones, and 
Ald. Clark. They arrived at Galena about 
noon, and the General and Mrs. Graut were es- 
corted to the train without any ceremony be- 
yond a large crowd of bis feliow-townsmen who 
bade him good-by at the depot. 

On its return trip the train left Galena by the 
Illinois Central Railroad at 2:12 p. m., making a 
quick ran, stopping only at Lena, for ten min- 
utes, until Freeport was reached, where en- 
gines were changed and the car trans- 
ferred to the track of the Northwestern 
Railroad. Five-minute stops were made 
at Rockford, Beividere, and Elgin, where 
large crowds were congregated on the platform. 
At each of these places where stobs were made 
Gen. Grant showed bimseif and shook as many 
of the rural hands as gime allowed.

There 
the General had supper and spent a quiet, 
pleasant evening.

FIRES. 


AT BRANTFORD, ONT. 
Svecial Dispatch to Tribune. 

BRANTFORD, Ont., Dec. 3.—A large portion of 
the vast buildings of the Canada West Farm- 
Stock Association, otherwise known as Bow 
Park, were burned to the ground last night, 
Though most of the valuable stock was saved, 
many valuable animals perished in the flames. 
The extensive varus, sheds, stables, and byres 
were so close together that when one caught 
all were in great danger, and only from the fact 
that the wind blew from the east none would 
have been left intact. As it is, all are burned 
put three of the byres at the eastern 
extremity. It seems that two herdsmen 
weot through the large barn where the fire 
originated only a short time before, and had 
just gone to their room when the crackling of 
the rushing flames gave warning of the fact that 
the devouring element bad already got beyond 
control. The flames soon read across the 
alley-way to the long horse and cattle stables 
on the south, and everything was consumed 
there but the dwelling-house: The flames first 
appesred in the grain and root barn, which, wi h 
its contents, was completely destroved. Three 
or four hundred head of thoroughbred cattie 
were got out in safety. Twelve horses were 
burned. Among these were a pair of imported 
mares valued at $4,000. Besides these, a num- 
ber of pigs were burned to death and some 
young cattle injured. All the implements 
were destroyed. No cause can be assigned for 
the fire. The loss is variously estimated at 


$45,000 or $50,000. There is an insurance of 


$60.000 on the buildings, but none on the stock. 
The Hon. George Brown has left Toronto for 
the farm.

WYOMING’S WOES. 


The Citizens of a Portion of That Territory 
Moving to Be Anpnexed to Colorado The 
Measure Favorable to the Coloradaps.. 
Attempt te Move the Capitol to Laramie, 
Currenns, V. T.. Dec. 3.—The prospects are 

good for an interesting time here over the bill 
introduced in the Legisiature for the removal of 
the Capitol from Cheyenne to Laramie City. A 
similar bill is introduced every session of the 
Legislature, and the people are tired of it. Ip 
case the bill passes, which is most probable, the 
citizens of this county, which is forty miles 
wide and 150 long, will petition Congress for 
annexation to Colorado. The Congressmen and 
business-men of Colorado are all favorable to 
the plan. : 

They propose to iutroduce a bill in Congress 
to provide for the annexation of one degree of 
the lower portion of Wvoming, and thus take 
in the Union Pacific Railroad. It is believed 
that a majority of the peoole living along the 
line will favor aunexation,—at least Laramie 
County will. 

Colorado’s Congressmen will work hard for 
annexation, partly beeause of the fact that the 
Denver Pacific Road is soon to be extended to 
the Black Hills and Montana. Colorado wants 
to control the new ine in the interest of Den- 
ver. Jay Gould, who controls the Denver 
Pacific, is also said to be fayorable to the prop- 
osition.

A QUESTION OF WHARFAGE. 

New Tonk, Dec. 3—Nearly 300 canal-boats, 
grain-laden, are ordered from their moorings by 
the Harbor-Master. The boatmen say the order 
is unjust and that they are ordered out to make 
way for more profitable customers. Each canal - 
boat pays the lessee of a slip 50 cents a day per 
vessel and 75 cents per day if be has wharfage. 
They believe they are wanted out of the way to 
make way for sailing vessels and other ocean 
craft that pay a bigger rate. One reason that 
boats lie in the neighborbood is that they have 
grain aboard which they take in storage. It is 
customary for boats, upon starting from Buffalo 
upon their last trip, to contract to hold grain in 
storage on board until demanded. For this 
they get $3 per day for the first thirty days, and 
$2 per day thereafrer. As all other rendezvouses 
are full, the latest tows from Albany have gone 
to the slips. 


THE HOG PRODUCT. 
CINCINNATI, Dee. 3.—The. Cincinnati Price 
Current to-morrow morning will publisb an 
elaborate report on the supply of hogs, based 
on returos from 300 points throughout ths 
West. The report indicates considerable de- 
ficiency in the number of hogs in Ohio. Ren- 
tucky, and Indiana, but Illinois and lows are 
expected to fall littie, if any. delow lass 
year’s supply, and Missouri. Kansas, and Ne 
braska are expected to make up the deficieacy 
this side of the Mississippi. Therefore tne 
Price Current sees vo reason for supposing 
there will bea less number for winter packing 
than was reached last year. The packing to date 
is about 100,000 more than at same time last 
year.

VIRGINIA. 
MEETING OF THE STATE LEGISLATURE. 

Ricamonp, Dec. 3.—The General Assembly 
of Virginia met to-day in its first biennial session 
under the recent amendment of the Constitution 
providing for regular sessions once in every two 
years. All the Senators, forty in number, were 
present, and in the House cine'y-cigbt out of 
100 delegates answered to their names. The 
work of organization began at once, and pro- 
gressed quietly to the end, the Readjusters elect- 
ing all the oflicers in both Houses. The majori- 
ties by which the officers of the House were 
elected ranged from 16 to 18, while in the Sen- 
ate they ranged from 8 to 13, showing an aver- 
age joint majority of 27 for the Readjusters.

LOCAL CRIME. 


THE HENSLEY MURDER. 

At last it is likely that the police will make 
some new move in the Hensley murder case, 
and the probabilities are that when the Haber- 
korn brothers are arraigned before Jus- 
tice Walsh at 2 o'clock this after- 
noon that the police will march 
John O'Neil, who is more familiarly known to 
the readers of criminal news as Jack Keenan, 
into court also. It is by no means certain, 
however, what charge will be put against bim. 
There is now actually nothing tangible in the 
way of testimony that he 1s the 
Hensley murderer, although there is 
not the silightest* particle of doubt 


ble of all, that a few days, or at the farthesta 
few weeks, will bring within reach incontrovert- 
ible evidence that he is the man. When 
this time comes, as it must and surely 
will, Keenan may as well oprepare for 
bia death at the bands of the 
hangman. The proof against Keenan in auot h- 
er case, the Fippinger robbery in the Town of 
Harlem, is of the most positive character, and 
it will therefore be possible for the police to 
hold bim upon this charge in such beavy 
bail that he will be unable to pro- 
cure it. And should he perchance be 
baled out by some of the persons 
who are endeavoring to foil the police in 
capturing the burglars, it will be an easy matter 
to swear out a warra@t cbarging bim with mur- 
der and rearrest bim promptly upon bis release. 
The strength of the eharge, and the manner in 
which Keenan has been singled out as the mur- 
derer, is of itself sufficient to hold bim for any 
length of time. 

It is just three weeks ago this morning that 
the awful tragedy occurred, and it is indeed 
singular that, with the clews in hand, the police 
have not succeeded better with the case. Keenan 
was arrested the second day after the tragedy. 
but at the time be was Dot suspected any more 
than were dozens of other notorious thieves, 
who were run in by the police in the hope of 
getting a pointer from some one of them. In 
reality suspicion first attached strongly to 
Morris Van Hessler, owing to suspicious cir- 
cumstances in connection with his arrest. which 
were fully mentioned at the time It 
was not until Monday or Tuesday following 
the murdef that the police were put upon the 
right trail, and Thursday, one week after the 
murder, Tun TRIBUNE published the fact that 
Keenan was doubtless the murderer, and the 
day following that Paddy Connors and Jem 
Reilly were his accomplices. It took some of 
the other papers one week exactly to get 
around to the same concidision, and 
in the meantime great amusement 
was had by pounding away that Keenan was not 
the wan. Tus TRIBUNE at that time also pub- 
lished the. fact that-an owner had been found 
for the revolver. This will be bara to verify, as 
the one who thought be could identity it was 
likely as much mistaken as Whittingham, the 
locksmith, who was tolerably certain he 
had sold the weapon to Van Hesler. 
It was also stated that the shoe had been made 
in the city,—W. H. Bussey, of No. 274 Madison 
street,—had been sold bya Wabash avenue 
firm,—George P. Gore & Co., auctioneers,— 
and resold to the wearer by James Doughty, a 
shoe dealer on Halsted street. This is, of course, 
minor detail, for the shoe was sold to Reilly iu all 
probability, and as he is not in custody Mr. 
Doughty was unable to distinguish him from 
any ore of his o her customers. The shoe clew 
is therefore valueless, except as an after-consid- 
eration. * 

The true clew was furnished by “Caney”’ 
Murphy, a man who does not bear the best of 
reputations, and who is A a local politician 
in the Seventh Ward. His nickname is gained 
from the fact that he is so lame, owing to pedal 
deformity, that he requiresa canein walking. 
He sought out Detective Tim Mahoney, who 
bas recently been exiled to the Hinman 
Street Station by his superiors, who are 
overanxious to take all the praise to themselves, 
and therefore willing to allege anvthing damag- 
ing against him. It is safe to say, however, 
that if he had been let alone the entire gang 
would have deen in jail, “Caney’s” 
information was to tbe effect that 
Paddy Connors, a well-known pal“ of 
Keenan’s, had confessed to Mrs. Paine, 
the wife of the notorious Nibsy”’ Paine, now 
under arrest upon a sure-pop case in Wisconsin, 
and bad borrowed money from her to leave 
town. This information was soon more than 
fully veritied, and the police had the full story 
of the murder. But Murphy, fearing that 
he bad not made himself as solid 
as he might by talking with underlings on the 
Department, carried his information to Supt. 
O'Donnell. 

Every effort has since been made to capture 
Connors and Reilly, and only a day or two 
ara Detective Shea and Caney” returned 
from an unsuccessful hunt through St. Louis and 
Kansas City. Fortunately, bowever, there is a 
way of bridging the difficulty without waiting 
for ages for the police to effect these captures. 
Either Connors or Reilly would willingly re- 
turn to this city could they be assured that they 
would be prosecuted for the burglary 
only, on condition of giving evidence that 
Keenan was the murderer. If Connors persists 
in keeping away, it will probably be the worse 
for bim. He isa poor fellow, without many 
friends, and, besides, he has the reputation of a 
skilled and dangerous burgiar for years 
past. Reilly, on the contrary, has reputa- 
ble parents and relatives. His fatner is 
the proprietor of a grocery on Centre avenue, 
and is reputed worth at least $50,000. His ab- 
sent son, though wayward and now in a bad 
scrape, is his favorit, and he would do a great 
deai to see him safely through it. . To Reilly 
belongs the shoe, and when he struck Mrs. 
Hensley with it it was probably to impel her 
te retire to the house: and he thus prevented 
the biood-thirsty Keenan from killing her also. 
Reilly always bore a good reputation, at least 
fairly good, until this affair, and itis said that 
it was bis first expedition of the kind. Connors 
also stated that he thought sure there was tobe u 
trouble, as that was one of the stipulations 
that Reilly made with Keenan. That uegotia- 
tions for Reilly's return at an early day will be 
made.soon is a certainty. 

The. evidence against Keenan for the Fip- 
pinger robbery mentioned above is tuis: A 
knife and a ring marked H. F., which 
were among the opbiunder taken from 
the road-bouse at Harlem, were not found 
in Haberkorti’s saloon, as the police have ail 
along made believe, but were turned over to 
Lieut. Bonfield by a brother of Eugene Hart- 
man, to whom they were given by Keenan. 
Mr. Hartman can und will explain ail this at 
the proper time, and, should Keenan come up 
for trial to-day, the aeveloomentsin this regard 
will certainly be interesting.

STABBING AFFRAY.

May is thought to be 
an acquaintance of William Murray, a Harrison 
street saloon keeper, as he frequently called 
upon his name to bail him out, and not let him 
rest all night in a cell at the police station.

A 
few moments later he missed his 
money. Dutcher and Tappan were arrested by 
Detectives Londergan and Murnane shortiy 
after making known his complaint, but no trace 
of the stolen money was found upon them. The 
case promises to be an interesting one. 


ALLEGED RAPE. 

/ Amulatto known as the “Hippity Hop Wom- 
an.“ for the reason that she is crippled and 
afflicted with St. Vitus’ dance or some similar 
affliction, yesterday appeared in the West Mad- 
ison street police court to prosecute two 
prisoners, Maurice Toomey and  Rob- 
erty Finerty, upon a charge of rape. 
Tuesday morning this woman, whose 
real name is Theresa Hubbs, hunted up Officer 
O. Z. Barber while traveling his post, and to 
him related the story of her wrongs. Along 
early in the morning two men staggered against 
the door of her apartments, in the second story 
of a tenement at No. 28 Waldo piace, and de- 
manded admittance. She refused to openthe 
door, whereupon they broke off the hinges and 
entered. One beld ber for the other, and this 
was repeated four times. Then owing to their 
intoxication both fell asleep. The officer ac- 
companied ber back to the house, and surely 
enough found two men asleep in the bed, and 
the door broken off its hinges. He arrested 
the men, who at the station proved to 
be Toomey and Finerty, two notorious char- 
acters, who have each served terms in the Peni- 
tentiary. As the woman does not bear the 
most excellent reputation, the police doubted 
the story, but after a day’s investigation they 
concluded to let the case go to trial upon its 
merits. Before Justice Walsh yesterday Mrs. 
Hubbs told a remarkably straight story, and 
the prisoners were held in $1,000 each. 


WANTED IN GALSBUKG.

The situation in Washington regarding 
financial legislation is one of decided inter- 
est, as will be seen by our dispatches. 
Already the policy of No-Legislation,“ as 
opposed to the recommendations and sug- 
gestions contained in the message of the 
President and the report of the Secretary of 
the ‘Treasury, has received active and ener- 
getic support from Western Senators and 
Representatives on the Republican side; 
and already the President and Secretary 
Suerman show a decided willingness to take 
water,” the former having yesterday stated to 
a number of Western Congressmen that he 
had not intended in his message to outline 
the Republican financial policy at thus ses- 
sion of Congress, and does not desire that 
any attention be paid to that part af the 
message if its discussion is going to develop 
disagreement in the Republican councils ; 
while Mr. Suenman observes, in effect, that 
he really didn’t mean anything by his re- 
marks about the legal-tenders and the silver 
dollar, and that he will be perfectly satisfied 
to have the whole matter quietly dropped— 
the more quietly the better, no doubt. 
Curiously enough, while the Western 
Republicans are moving in the direction 
of no-legisiation, and are at variance 
with the views of the President and 
Secretary of the Treasury, and the Eastern 
Republicans are for the present quiescent, 
Senator Bararp, the most possible President 
among all the Democratic Senatorial timber, 
is in accord with the Administration on the 
currency question, and has brought forward 
a resolution providing for the repeal of the 
legal-tender quality of the greenback. He 
has once narrowly escaped being bouneed off 
the Senate Finance Committee, of which he 
is Chairman, and he is in a fair way to tempt 
the soft-money Democrats to a fulfillment of 
the threat df deposition if he keeps on at 
this rate. All-in-all, the financial situation 
in Congress is peculiarly interesting. 

THE VETO POWER AND APPROPRIATIONS. 

Representative Wuirz, of Pennsylvania, 
has introduced into the National Hotse of 
Representatives the following project for a 
constitutional amendment in regard to the 
appropriation bills and the exercise of the 
veto power thereon : 


**Secrioxn 1. The general appropriation bills 
shall embrace nothing bat appropriations for the 
ordinary expenses of the different Departments of 
the Government and interest on the public debt; 
all other appropriations shal! be made by bi!ie con- 
taining only items of appropriations relating to the 
subject matter of the bill. 


„Sc. 2. The President may disapprove any 
item or items of the bill appropriating money em- 
braging distinct items, and the parts of the bill ap- 
proved shall be the law, and the items disapproved 
shall be void nuniess repaesed according to the pro- 
visions and rules presented for the passage of bills 
over the President's veto. 

The second of thpse two propositions was 
recommended to Congress by President 
Grant in his last annual message. It con- 
templates the practice that has heen adopt- 
ed by the later State Constitutions with re- 
gard to local appropriations. The other was 
undoubtedly suggested by the conflict be- 
tween the President and the Congressional 
cabal at the extra session over the attempt 
to coerce Executive submission to the repeal 
of the Election laws. 

The more important of the two proposi- 
tions is that which enables the President to 
veto any single item of any bill appro- 
priating money for several distinct items, 
leaving the parts which he approves to stand 
as the law. The item or item? disapproved 
by the President would then be void, unless 
repassed over the Presidential veto by 
the majority which the Oonstitution 
requires. The principle is a good one, 
and it has been found to work 
admirably in local practice. It is a per- 
manent check upon trading and _ log-roil- 
ing for the appropriation of money, for it 
leaves the Executive free to strike out one 
or several objectionable or unnecessary items 
without placing an entire branch of the 
public service in jeopardy, or prolonging a 
session of Congress by returning the whole 
of.an appropriation bill, Almost every ap- 
propriation bill passed by Congress centains 
provisions for expenditures that should not 
be made; members of Congress frequently 
acquiesce in such objectionable appropria- 
tions in order to secure an agreement upon 
the necessary features; and the President 
| often approves of the improper expendlitures 

because his choice lies between the accept- 
anoe thereof and the rejection of the bill as 
a whole, It will be remembered that Presi- 
dent Hares was sorely tempted to 
veto the entire River and Harbor bill’of the 
last Congress on account of certain excessive 
| appropriations it contained, and many per- 
sons familiar with the matter believe that 
he would have been justified in doing so, 
even though meritorious interests would 
have suffered in consequence; had he pos- 
sessed the power of disapproving certain 
items, he could have applied the pruning- 
knife in snch manner as to save the country 
many millions of dollars during his term. 
In order to confer this specific power upon 
the Executive it will be necessary to adopt 
some such amendment to the Constitution 
as is suggested in the above resolution, for 
the Constitution now provides: Every 
order, resolution, or vote . , . 


Representatives before the same can be- 
come a law. As the Constitution now 
stands, therefore, the Presidert must con- 
sider every bill in its entirety and _spprove 
or disapprove of it as a whole.

Asit was, they were obliged 
in the end to recede before the constitutional 
authority of the President and the force of 
public opinion. 

It is not likely in any case thet Repre- 
sentative Wuire’s resolution will command 
any serious attention from the present Con- 
gress, which is completely in the hands of 
the Democrats. The partisan majority in 
Congress takes no interest in constitutional 
or legislative reforms; its ambition is con- 
fined to an endeavor to get through the 
session without any further injury to the 
Democratic chances for success in the Pres- 
idential election, and it has so little confi- 
dence in the temper and judgment of its own 
members that it will probably avoid positive 
expression upon all subjects. 


AN APPEAL FOR SUBSIDY. 

Pauperism, as a principle of government, 
once had wide recognition, and there are 
even at this day men who advocate the policy 
of reducing men to pauperism in order to 
better their condition and relieve their 
minds of anxiety for their own well being. 
This theory of paternal governmepts and 
pauperized peoples as a mode of securing 
human happiness has still its advocates, and 
that, too, in the United States, and near the 
close of the nineteenth century. 

We have received a handsomely printed 
pamphlet of ninety pages, published by the 
Aprpietons, of New York, written by Mr. 
Henry HALL, of that city, on’ American 
Navigation,” in which the subject is dis- 
cussed historically, statistically, economical- 
ly, patriotically, geographically, sentimental- 
ly, commercially, abstractly, and concretely. 
We have been requested to notice this pub- 
lication, in order that the attention of the 
members of Congress may be better drawn 
to the knowledge contained in the volume, 
and that they may profit thereby. We trust 
that no member of the American Congress 
will fail to purchase and read the pamphlet. 
Having performed this duty, it is proper to 
explain what the book is about. It 
professes to give the history of leg- 
islation on the subject of regulating 
commerce by what are known as Naviga- 
tion laws,—that is, the laws by which each 
nation stipulates the terms and conditions 
on which foreign vessels may trade with it. 
The English Navigation laws date back to 
1381, when, under RI II., Parliament 
enacted that, for increasing the shipping of 
England, of late much diminished, none of 
the King’s subjects shall hereafter ship any 
merchandise, either outward or homeward, 
but only in ships of the King’s subjects, on 
forfeiture of ships and merchandise ; in which 
ships, also, the greater part of the crews 
shall be King’s subjects.” This law was 
the model under which, with various modifi- 
cations, grew up the Navigation laws by 
which each country, in self-defense, under- 
took to protect its own ships from the 
competition of others. This old system 
of exclusion of foreign ships in commerce 
prevailed in yarious forms down to the time 
of the American Revolution, and the law as 
it then stood in England was adopted by the 
United States; but such laws have since been 
practically abolished by all civilized nations, 
except by the United States and Spain! 

This pamphlet discusses the subject of 
navigation upon the theory that the spirit, 
and purpose, and aim of the old act of 1881 
is the true and just one; that this principle 
should prevail in all our legislation; that had 
there been no relaxation of that principle 
this country would now have an im- 
mense Ocean navy. In the days of Crom- 
wenn and Casartes IL and their 
successors, England had to refine and modi- 
fy its Navigation laws; but, even after the 
American Union was formed, enlightenment 
and commercial civilization were so far back- 
ward that our own laws substantially em- 
braced provisions to the effect that no 
American citizen can purchase a foreign- 
built vessel and have the same registered as 
an American vessel; that no vessel can 
carry the American flag unless such vessel 
be exclusively built and owned in the United 
States. As we have not for nearly twenty 
years been able to build American vessels 
for the foreign trade, and have been pro- 
hibited from buying any, there can hardly 
be any difficulty in discovering why 
the number of American vessels engaged 
in the foreign trade has so fallen off that at 
this time three-fourths of our foreign trade 
is done in foreign vessels. The citizen of 
any nation, except one of the United States, 
may have a ship built for him, or he may 
purchase a ship in any other country, and, 
taking it home, have it enrolled under the 
flag of his country. American citizens now 
own, in whole or in part, hundreds of ships 
engaged in the foreign trade, but, owing to 
our laws, are prohibited from having the 
same enrolled as American vessels, carrying 
the American flag. 

Every people in the world except the 
Americans are free to purchase ships or have 
them built in any ship-yard the world over, 
and add them to their country’s commer- 
cial fleets ; and, as our laws since 1861 have 
practically prohibited the building of ships 
of all kinds for the foreign trade, the very 
class of statesmen which defend these laws 
and insist upon prohibiting the purchase of 
ships are forever whining, and lamenting, 
and howling about the falling off in the num- 
ber of our ships engaged in the foreign trade. 
Having preserved in our Navigation laws the 
barbaric principle which dictated the law of 
1381, and having protected American 
commerce to death,—having forced into for- 
eign-built and foreign-owned vessels three- 
fourths of all the carrying trade to and from 
this country,. this same class of politicians are 
forever parading before the country the ruin 
they have wrought as a pretext for the adop- 


This pamphlet to which we have referred 
is a plea for subsidies. It is founded on the 
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quite impossible. If 


repealing the laws which prohibit the build- 
ing and the purchase of ships by our 
own citizens, thus enabling them to do 
as all other civilized people are allowed 
to do, get ships when and where 
they can, these prohibitions of an American 
commercial navy are resolutely maintained, 
and the demand is made that the Govern- 
ment shall levy taxes upon the labor of the 


good policy to incorporate into the organic country to pay a bounty to whosoever will 
law anything that ean be equally well secured | build a ship. The civilized world has en- 


gaged largely through the efforts of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States in establishing 
an international system of postal communi- 
cation. A letter deposited in thé remotest 
village of the United States will be carried to 
almost the farther confines of the earth and 
delivered at a cost of five or six cents. The 
ocean postage on all half-ounce letters is but 
two cents. That covers the cost of trans- 
portation, and the competition for carrying 
the mails at that rate is active. 

The subsidy business has become odious. 
It has been practically abandoned by all 
civilized nations. The sturdy beggars, how- 
ever, are persistent, and occasionally they 
get from some weak Government a fresh 
supply of soup-tickets, The railroad-sub- 
sidy beggary has exhausted the patience of 
the American people, and that form of 
pauperism has been abandoned. But the 
ocean-going shipbuilders still cling to the 
system. Under the subsidy to the Pacific 
Mail the United States paid an average of 
one dollar and a half ocean postage on each 
single letter carried by that line; since the 
repeal of the subsidy the mail is carried at 
two cents a letter. 

The subsidy-mongers at Washington and 
elsewhere are demanding now that, in- 
stead of paying out millions of dollars di- 
rectly as bounty for running these ships, they 
shall be paid a greater bounty in the shape of 
postage per mile; so that a letter from New 
York to Rio Janeiro shall cost the sender 
2 cents, but the vessel-owner shall be paid 
by the Government so much per mile of the 
6,000 miles of the route, which may be some- 
thing from $5 to $8 postage on a single let- 
ter. This is the modern form of subsidy. 
This is the most recent system of taking the 
substance and earnings of the people to buy 
soup and bread for those reduced to beggary 
by the system of paternal laws called pro- 
tective. This system of subsidy—the con- 
version of the Treasury into a National alms- 
house—is urged by this pamphlet; itis a 
plea for the encouragement of pauperism by 
the extension of National alms. 


NO WORK, NO PAY. 
In the course of an interview witha New 
York Herald reporter a few days ago, Con- 
gressman EL, of New Orleans, remarked 


the South; that, in fact, times were no bet- 
ter there. If, now, Congressman EL would 
give his whole mind to the subject of an 
inquiry into the reason why there isa great 
business boom at the North and no business 
boom whatever at the South, he might do 
the people down there” a real service. 
Perhaps Congressman E.uis has never given 
much of his attention to industrial ques- 
tions. If he has done so he is an exception 
to the rule among Sonthern statesmen. It 
is the misfortune of the South that for 200 
years its people devoted themselves almost 
exclusively to raising cotton, tobacco, and 
„ niggers.” Anprew Yasranton, an ob- 
serving Englishman, discovered the necessity 
of rotation in crops a century and a half ago, 
and from that time to this every intelligent 
agricultural community in the world has 
conformed its practice to that theory. But 
the Southern planter of to-day is as blind to 
this fact as his great-great-grandfather 
was in the time of Gzoncz IIL Having 
robbed the soil of one plantation by repeating 
crops of cotton and tobacco ad infinitum, he 
moves on to fresh soil, and proceeds to ex- 
haust that also. If Mr. Exxis will take an 
observation of the world’s history, he will 
find that an exclusively agricultural country 
in the end becomes poor and remains poor. 
The export of crude products and the im- 
port of manufactured articles not only final- 
ly robs the soil of all its productive virtues, 
but during the operation leaves all the 
profits of the trade in the hands of the re- 
ceivers of the crude products, who give man- 
ufactured articles in exchange for them. 
Carried to its ultimate, this theory reduces 
the country where it is practiced to a desert 
and its people to starvation. It follows that 
the highest degree of prosperity results from 
the widest diversification of industries, and 
its opposit, the most abject state of pover- 
ty, from long-continned neglect of the prac- 
tical arts. ‘The old Southern idea that cot- 
ton was King, and destined always to wear 
the crown, sprang from utter ignorance of 
the ABO of economic science. The king- 
ship of the cotton plant in the South could 
only be preserved by working up its 
fibres into cloth on Southern soil. 
But the Southern people shipped away all 
these precious fibres ; and cotton, in the shape 
of sheetings, shirtings, calicos, muslins, and 
the like, was crowned King at Manchester, 
England, and Lowell and Lawrence, Mass. 
But this exemplifies but a small portion of 
the folly of the South. Labor is the founda. 
tion and source of all prosperity, If of two 
countries sustaining intimate commercial 
relations with each other, the one keeps all 
its people actively employed, and the other 
maintains half its people in idleness, there 
can be no doubt of the result in the race 
after wealth. The country whose people all 
work will accumulate wealth, while the coun- 
try half of whose people are idie will become 
impoverished. This is the exact situation of 
the South as contrasted with that of the 
North. Labor at the North is and always 
has been honorable and honored, while at 
the South it has been regarded as a badge of 
shame. The slaveholding class brought up 
their children to despise labor, whether 
manual or in the highest grade of me- 
chanical pursuits. This system of education 
resulted in the total neglect of the mechan- 
ical arts, and in the production of the two 
Southern staples—cotton and tobacco— 
solely by the labor of the negro. The negro 
was driven to the fields under the lash. Thus 
in the person of the negro, reduced to abso- 
lute subjection as a slave and whipped to his 
daily task, labor was utterly debased. And 
the conditions which obtained during the 
slavery regime prevail now to all intents and 
purposes, with the single exception*of the 
abolition of slavery. The negro is no longer 
a slave. But he is systematically and inex- 
orably deprived of his political righta, and in 
many cases robbed of the legitimate profits 
of his toil through swindling contracts ; and 
in such he is deprived of redress in the 
courts by reason of that prejudice which ex- 
ists against his race, Under these circum- 
stances there can be no busizess boom at the 
South. With half the idle and 
the other half oppressed by every form of 
injustice and outrage known to a state of 
semi-barbariem, a ret of prosperity is 
Eu will consider 
the situation in the light of the plain prinoi- 


ples of economic science, he will come to the 


that the business boom had not yet struck 


conclusion that there can be no general 
revival of business at the South until the 
Southern people abandon their old ideas and 
fall into line with the spirit of the age. He 
who will not work shall not eat. This 
maxim is as true to-day as it was a thousand 
years ago. It does not mean in this age of 
comprehensive charities that the lazy loafer 
shall starve, literally; but it does mean that 
in the grand race of life he will lose all the 
prizes, and that the industrious man will 
carry them off. There is no salvation for 
the South, no business boom for the South, 
so long as its people contemptuously reject 
the lessons of experience. Tell your people 
down there” to go to work, Mr. ELT. 


ANOTHER ROYAL VISIT. 

The recent visit of the Russian heir-ap- 
parent to Berlin and Vienna adds still more 
to the mystery of the political complications 
on the Continent. Had it happened at any 
other time it might have passed without any 
significance beyond its being one of those 
visits which Princes make to pass away time; 
but it has been made in the midst of political 
events which are engaging attention and dis- 
cussion all over Europe,. and immediately 
following the conclusion of a treaty between 
Germany and Austria which apparently is 
aimed at Russia, and pending very excited 
altercations between the Russian and Ger- 
man press and people. The popular feeling, 
however, was not reflected in the reception 
of the Czarewitch by the Court of Berlin. 
Every member of it, from the Emperor 
down, called upon him, and his stay was 
made the occasion of banquets and fetes, at 
every one of which the Emperor was pres- 
ent. The Kreuz Zeitung, a Court journal, 
says of it: 

Great pains have been taken in many quarters 
to represent the visit of the Grand Duke to the 
Austrian and German Capitals as devoid of all 
political meaning and as being a mere act of polite- 
ness. Butevery unprejudiced and sagacious ob- 
server will see in the simple fact that the Czare- 
witch bas appeared at Vienna and Berlin in exist- 
ing circumstances a political event of great im- 
portance. As both visits of our illustrious guest 
have undoubtedly been made, not only in full 
agreement with his Majesty the Emperor ALE Xax- 
DER, but also at his express desire, they are in 
themselves a proof that, even after the late Vienna 
understanding, the friendly relations between the 
three Imperiai Courts continue and will be further 
cultivated. Here, in Berlin, however, the illus- 
trious Russian guests are all the more heartily wel- 
comed as a close family tie unites them with oar 
own Royal house.” 


In all quarters the visit is accepted as hav- 
ing a political aim, but as to the character of 
the aim there is a disagreement of opinion. 
There is one theory, however, which is at 
least consistent with probability, and is sus- 
tained by many very significant circum- 
stances. The Ozar himself was unable to 
make the journey, and the Czarewitch un- 
dertook it at the former’s express request. 
It was, therefore, equivalent toa visit from 
the Czar in person; but what motive could 
he have had at such a time in vis 
iting the Emperors of Germany and 
Austria except to prepare the way for 
a renewal of the old alliance be- 
tween the three Emperors? It is significant 
that while the Ozarewitch was in Vienna 
a very friendly feeling was manifested to- 
wards Russia by the press and the people, 
and the intimation was freely thrown out 
that the Austro-German treaty was not 
aimed at R at all, but was simply an 
alliance to resist aggression from any quar- 
ter. It is even said that this assurance was 
made officially to him, and that au invita- 
tion was extended to Russia to join in the 
alliance, without any conditions except the 
acceptance of the original basis of agreement 
between Germany and Austria. Such an 
alliance might not be a permanent one, nor 
would it of necessity remove the probability 
of a struggle between Germany and Russia 
at some future day; but Russia is much 
nearer war with England than with 
Germany. It is an inevitable strug- 
gle, and it may be precipitated at any time 
by events at Constantinople or by collision 
in Central Asia. An alliance with Germany 
and Austria in such an event would be of in- 
calculable advantage to Russia, as it would 
secure their neutrality ; or the three Powers, 
acting together, might dispose of the East- 
ern Question in a very summary manner, 
without any regard to England, who would 
be without anally. It is very evident from 
the silence of the English Governmént 
leaders in their recent speeches that the 
Cabinet is very much embarrassed, to say 
the least, by what has been going on, and by 
the difficulty of securing an ally. Its real 
import cannot long be concealed, and, if it 
shall eventuate that the old league of the 
three Emperors has been renewed, we may 
look some fine day for a very sudden and 
violent settlement of the Eastern Question 
without regard to England at all. 


The New York Times is very seriously 
warning the people of the West against an 
overproduction of wheat. Its apprehensions 
of this are based upon the following repre- 
sentations of a Kansas farmer : 

Over a million of acres, be states, have this year 
been broken in Nebraska, Kansas, and Texas, with a 
view to raisinga wheat crop next year; and the same 
tendency is observable in all the prairie States. 
Throughout the entire West, indeed, farmers are 
straining every nerve to increase the production of 
wheat. Those who have farms already in cukiva- 
tion are directing thuir attention almost exclusively 
to this crop. Other crops are for the time aban- 
doned. Even stock-raising is in many localities 
restricted by arable farming. The d@mend for 
machinery knows no limit; farmers are buying 
costly implements, relying upon next year’s profit 
for the means of payment. A mania upon the subject 
has, in short, sprung up, and occasions à vast in- 
flux of settlers, all intent apon growing wheat, and 
a cultivation of virgin soil on a scale never before 
known.” 

The only reply which it is necessary to 
make to the dismal forebodings of the Times 
as to this outlook is, that the farmers of the 
West are urged on to the what is feared will 
be an excessive production of wheat by the 
prospect that it will mext year require one 
bushel of wheat to pay for the transporta- 
tion of another bushel to the seaboard, and 
that they must therefore raise twice as much 
as they expect to sell to the Eastern and 
European consumers, in addition to what is 
needed for home consumption, This is the 
actual condition as to corn now, and the 
greed and effrontery of the railroad mana. 
gers, as attested by the continual and un- 
reasonable increase in charges, warrants the 
belief that they will next year ex- 
act one bushel of wheat for every bushel 
of wheat they transport, unless Congress in 
the meantime shall interfere to repress their 


rapacity.

After a flerce debate, which was continued at 
intervals for a day or two, the resolution was 
laid on the table, and the invitation to pray for 
the Convention was rescinded. That Conven- 
tion eonsisted of 160 members, of which more 
than 100 are known to be dead, including the 
President and Secretary. The State of IIlinois 
was then thought to be hopelesly in debt, and 
the most sanguine persons in it did not expect 
that its credit could ever be restored, or that 
she would be free from debt in 1881 and stand 
where she dees to-day among her sister States. 
That Convention did some wise things and some 
very mean ones. Of the latter none was more 
conspicuous or more disgraceful than providing 
an amendment to the Constitution, which the 
people ratified by a large vote, prohibiting free 
colored men from coming into the State to re- 
side.

A curious illustration of the manner in which 
Italians not only extenuate but glorify crime 
has recently been shown in Rome. It appears 
that, on the 6th of October, 1878, one PigTRo 
CARDINALLI, a circus-rider, was captured in that 
city after having murdered an invalid Captain 
in the Italian army, Grovannri Fappa. it ap- 
pears that the Captain married a Neapolitan 
girl, ANTONIETTA CANNOZZA, but subsequently 
separated from her, and the latter connected 
herself with CARDINALLI. She wanted to legal- 
ize the connection by marriage, and to bring to 
CARDINALLI the money which had been settled 
on the union with Fappa. This she could not 
do so long as the latter lived. To remove this 
obstacle she planned bis murder, and CARDI- 
NALLI executed it. Upon the trial it was clearly 
proven that ANTONIETT« planned every detail of 
the murder, provided the murderer with bis 
weapons, and furnished the money for his journey 
to. Rome to commit thedeed. The man was 
convicted of the crime, but the woman was ac- 
quitted, though the verdict declared that she 
had hnowingly acted as an accomplice, but had 
done so under pressure of an influence she 
could not resist. She was triumphantly ac- 
auitted and escorted with acclamations by a 
multitude of men and women from the court- 
room. Still worse remains. The woman bas 
adopted circus-riding as a profession, and, 
though very plain in face and feature, and very 
awkwerd in riding, she has suddenly sprung 
into such notoriety that all Rome throngs to 
the *Theatre Politeama,—even the officials of 
Government, the Ministers of Justice, and repre- 
sentatives from all the schools of education, art, 
the drama, and music. No such furor has 
been known since the days of Ristort, and all 
to see the accomptice of an assasin, and a very 
low and vulgar one at that! 


Considerable controversy has been going on

McKendree 
College, and Shurtleff College were all chartered at 
the same time by one and the same act of the 
Legisiature of Lilinois, and hence that IIIinots 
College could not be the Oldest in this respect; 
and second, that Shurtleff College, as an institu- 
tion of learning or school, becan with Rock Spring 
Seminary, in 1827, McKendree College in 1828, 
and Illinois College, in 1820, and hence that IIIf- 
nois College as an institution of learning, could 
not de the oldest college, for McKendree College 
was older than it. and Shurtleff College than 
either. This is all true still.

How Witnesses in the Hayden 
Case Are Browbeaten by 
the Defense. 


Some Interesting Testimony Elic- 
ited at the Examination 
Yesterday. 


Discovery of a Horrible 
Crime Perpetrated Near

THE HAYDEN TRIAL. 
Spécial Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New Haven, Conu., Dec. 3.—Several in- 
teresting features occurred in the Hayden trial 
today. Susan Hawiey, half sister and con- 
Gdant of the murdered girl, was submitted to 


a rigid cross-examination, which lasted until. 


the afternoon adjournment. The defense suc- 
ceeded in obtaining the admission from ber 
that she is unfriendly te Hayden, but the 
prosecution claims that,it would be remark- 
able if she was not, for she firmly believes 
that he murdered her sister, who was the best 
friend sbe bad. In plunging around for a 
theory on which to transfer the suspicion from 
Hayden to somebody else, the defense 
bas, among others, suspected old Benja- 
min Stevens, 60 years of age, and 
loog an intimate of the 
the murdered girl. In order to attack the 
credibility of the witness, ana give the im- 
pression that she might be telling her story 
with a view of shieiding Stevens, the defense in- 
stituted a line of inquiries as to the degree of 
intimacy between bim and the witness and her 
sister. The Court refused to permit this. In 
the crose-examination, the defense also inti- 
mated that the witness might bave written the 
letter produced by the State and aileged to bave 
been written by the murdered girl four days 
before her death to the witness, inclosing one 
for Hayden. An attempt was made to get the 
witness to give a specimen of her writing, 
but she refused, on the ground that her 
hand trembling through nervous excitement 
made writing impossible. The Court ruled 
that she could not bg forced to write then, and 
proffered the defense an opportunity to sec her 
writing at @ private conference. Unsuccessful 
attempts were made by the defense to sbake ber 
testimony that Mary returned bome from her 
place of employment because she was pregnant, 
and not, as the defense claims, because ber peo- 
pie were displeased with her. When being very 
sharply pressed on this point, the witness, who 
is quite a timid and sensitive girl, burst into a 
Ot of hysterical Weeping, which so ex- 
eited the sympathies of everybody that 
Lae detense treated ber with more 


gentiemanly consideration. When she had re- 
covered sufficientiy to resume her testimony, 
the defense also obtained the important admis- 
tzion that at the time of her return home Mary 
was suffering from her monthly troubie. It 
wiil be claimed on this that the female towel 
‘found fn her aress pocket after death was 
taken for ordiparv use rather than any antici- 
pated need to arise from taking abortion 
medicine promised by the accused. A further 
claim is this condition was the sufficient proof, 
ordiwarily, of non-pregnancy, and the girl could 
not, therefore, as alleged, have belicved herself 
precuaut. No other matters of importance were 
toucbed upon during the day, as the witness will 
be recalled to-morrow. ‘The first instance dur- 
ing the two months of this trial of the illness of 
a juror Occurred to-day. Ounce of them was 
seized this afternoon with a severe chill, but, 
after taking a dose of bromide of calcicum, ad- 
ministered by one ef the State’s medical experts, 
be resumed his seat, witn his head mot very 
picturesque!y bound with a handkerchief for 
relief of peadache.

Her voice is of 
euch unusual timbre—rich, strong, sympathetic, 
and of creat range—as to make one fancy she 
ought to have chosen comic opera instead of the 
drama. Her singing never fails to arouse the 
warmest enthusiasm. For her drinking soug 
from **Girofle-Girofla,” vocally and dramatically, 
the higbest praise should be hers, for her execu- 
tion certainly excels that of any of the artistes 
who bave sung it successfully in this country,—

MARIMON’S TRIUMPH.

New York, Dec. 3.—The scene at the 
Academy of Music to-night was lively and in- 
spiring. Anything like it has not been wit- 
nessed since Gerster’s debut a year ago, and 
the demonstration to-ocight was even greater 
and more exciting than on that occa- 
sion. Marimon has come and conquered. Like 
Gerster, she has, with one bound, leaped into 
a bigh place in the favor and esteem of the music- 
lovers of New York. With the five or six great 
operatic sopranos who have in recent years sung 
in this country Marimon easily takes rank, and 
enthusiastic critics at the moment give ber prec- 
edence. Comparisons aside, sbe is a most finished 
artist, an actress such as the French alone pro- 
duce, and the possessor of a vocal organ which, 
after fifteen years of use, is yet apparently fresh 
as in youth, and pure and clear, with 
a deligbtfully sweet quality and re- 
markable range. The opera was 
‘‘Sonnambula,” with pearly the same cast 
which supported Gerster at her debut. Campa- 
nini, as Fivino, rose to the occasion, evidently 
appreciating that be was once more singing with 
a star of bis own magnitude. Del 
Puente supplanted Foley as the Count. 
The rest of the cast was unchanged from 
that of last year. ‘The Academy was thronged, 
of course, and expectation was on tip-toe, 
Marimon’s aprearance was taking, and she was 
greeted warmly. Scarcely had she sung the 
„Come Per Me Sereno” before the audience 
was at ease, sure thatagreat artist was be- 
fore them. The duet between Ruine and 
Amina, at the close of the first 
act, brought the house to enthusiasm, and the 
artists to flowers and ringing applause, besides 
repeated appearances before the footlights. 
Tbis was feeble, however, to the excitewent 
which obtained as the opera progressed. In the 
second act the famous duet, Dun Pensiero,’’ was 
thrilling. Marimon displayed the rarest power of 
emotional expression.

CANADA. 


The Late Opera-House Fire-Demands an 
Investigation—The Colony Wants to Make 
Its Own Treaties—Ooutagious Diseases of 
Live-Stock—The First Steamship to Cross 
the Atlantic. .

Toronto, Dec. 3.—The inauest into the death 
of the Wrights, burned at the Opera-House fire, 
was resumed to-day, and the evidence furnished 
the Coroner willsum up to-morrow, and the jury 
will deliver their verdict. 

A large crowd congregated in front of the 
ruing of the late fire when it became 
known that the bodies of the un- 
fortunate people would not de taken 
to Philadelphia, but would be buried in St. 
James’ Cemetery. The funeral procession, 
which wasavery large one, left the Morgue 
shortly after 8 o’clock, four of the deceased 
Wrights’ associates at the Grand Opera being 
the pall-bearers. 

Robert McKay, the suspended Cashier of the 
Custom-House, demanded his arrest to-day 
from Inspector Newburn. The latter said he 
would have to getawarrant. McKay replied 
that if: he were not arrested he would 
get one of his friends to file a complaint against 
him. It is believed by the public that McKay 
is to a great extent innocent of the charges pre- 
ferred against him, and an instant open in- 
vestigation is demanded.

Ottawa, Dec. 3.—In the course of bis speech 
at the banquet to Sir Jobn Macdonald, the 
other day, Sir Alexander Gait spoke strongly ia 
favor of Canada being allowed to make her own 
treaties. He said it would be a great advantage 
to Canada to be able to enter into trade-treaties 
with other Governments on her own responsi- 
bility; and not only trade-treaties, but treatics 
in regard to the extradition of criminals, the 
use of the fisheries, the granting of copyright, 
and other matters in which Canada is directly 
and especially concerned. The present round- 
about way of dealing with these mat- 
ters is a great obstacle in the way 
of their speedy and satisfactory settlement, and 
Canadian interests are sometimes compelled to 
suffer because Great Britain Joes not, on her 
own account, feel disposed to move. 

The Princess Louise, before leaving for Eu- 
gland, left instructions with the head-gardener 
at Rideau Hall to have constructed near Gov- 
ernment House a complete lumbering shanty.

NATIONAL BASE-BALL LEAGUE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

BuFFaLo, Dec. 3.—The League Convention, 
after a bard day’s work, adjourned to-night at 
II o’clock until to-morrow morning, having ac- 
complished a good deal. At this late hour it is 
not possible to give THs Triscnz much of an 
account of the meeting; indeed, newspaper men 
were not admitted, and had to get their news 
from the outside. After the adjournment the 
Board of Directors did the following business: 
Accepted the resignation of the old Cincinnat 
Club; recommended the admission of the new 
club from that city; refused the reinstate- 
meat of McKinnon and Craver; declared the dis- 
uted postponed Cimcionati-Chicago game 
which was to have been played in Cincinnati on 
Aug. 13 forfeited to the Chicago Club by a score 
of 9 to 0, thus giving the Cuicagos third place; 
re-electing Secretary Young; receiving the appli- 
cation for the admission of the Washington 
Club. 

At the meeting of the League in the after- 
noon the constitution was considerably amend- 
ed, the principal changes being these: Giving 
each club the right to suspend a player for 
drunkenness or insubordination for the period 
of part of a season, and all the foliow- 
ing season, during which time he shall 
not be allowed to play in or 
against the League; giving the home club power 
to enforce its ground rules against the visiting 
clubs; compelling a club to remain over and 
play off postponed games, provided they are not 
thus detained from fulfilling games of the series 
at other places; giving a League club the right, 
during the championship season, to play pon- 
League clubs who are more than four miles be- 
yond cpe corporate limits of said League club’s 
city, —this to suit Albany and Troy. 

In the afternoongthe playing rules, as newly 
codified and rearranged by Mr. Hulbert, were 
taken up and considered. The only new feat- 
ures added are as follows: Making the number 
of players in each team nine; defining a time at 
bat; ending the game as soon as the side first 
at the bat in the ninth inning bas made the win- 
ning run, or so soon as the club last at bat in 
the ninth inning bas made the winning run; 
or, when the ninth inning ends a tie, 
ending the game as soon as one of the two clubs 
scores the winning run. This is to prevent de- 
moraltzation in the other nine. The number of 
called balls were reduced from nine to eight; 
the catcher must catch the third strike on the 
fly, the bound being abolished. About half the 
roles remain yet to be considered. The new 
Cineinnati Club wag admitted unanimously, 
and its delegates took seats in the meeting.

Nzw York, Dec. 3.—The Board of Review of 
the Nationa! Trotting Association commenced 
its labors to-day in the Fifth Avenue Hotel. 
Edwin Thorne, First Vice-President, presided, 
in the absence of C. W. Woolley, Chairman of 
the Board. The other members of the Board 
present were: William Edwards, Cleveland; 
George Sturges, Philadelphia; Burdett E. 
Loomis, and Thomas J. Vail, of Hartford, Sec- 
retary of the Association, who appeared as 
prosecutorin the complaints under investiga- 
tion. A number of gentlemen interested in 
turf matters assembled to hear the testimony. 
Many of the cases reviewed were those of own- 
ers or drivers who have beeen suspended by va- 
rious associations, and who now seek to have 
those suspensions removed.

Park Association. N 

R. C. Pate, of St. Louis, owner of the pacing 
mare Mattie Hunter, made application to have 
vacated the claim for entrance-fee of $250 which 
the Boston Driving and Athletic Association 
urge against bim. The four pacers—Mattie 
Hunter, Sleepy Tom, Lucy, and Rowdy Boy— 
were, by arrangement made with the representa- 
tive of the Association, entered for a match for 
which their owners were to receive $3,000 net, 
provided all the horses started. The Associa- 
tion demanded from all the owners the amount 
of the entrauce-fee, and this demand Pate re- 
sists. 

Dan Mace appeared toclear his skirts of the 
charge of having been engaged in the conspiracy 
to prevent Edwin Forrest carrying off the bon- 
ors on the Uticatrack. Ths case is memorabie, 
and has been before the Board for months. 
Mace denied the charge, and said he drove 
Darby to win on that occasion. He admitted 
having speculated in the pools that day, but was 
no more interested in the pools on tue winner, 
Edward, than any other horse. He nad 
placed bis money 80 he would win 
$700 if Forrest won, and $403 
if Forrest lost. He was not so rich by $207 as 
he would have been if Forrest bad taken first 
place, aud this circumstance alone he considered 
ought to be pretty conclusive evidence that he 
Was not in any conspiracy. 

The Board was also called upon to decide the 
merits of the protest made by H. H. Gilman, of 
Topeka, Kan.. against awarding first money to 
A. H. Vevout, owner of the bay gelding Syives- 
ter, in the race in the Chester Driving Park, 
Cincinnati. All the cases presented will be 
carefully considered in executive session, and

His Court-Martial at Fort Meade. 

Dzapwoop, D. T., Dec. 3.—The. Reno court- 
martial, which has been sitting at Fort Meade 
since Saturday last, has examined about fifteen 
witnesses 80 far, all of whose testimony was 
favorable to Reno; that, while admitting his 
inebriety, be showed no particular malice to- 
wards Lieut. Nichoison, with whom he bad an 
altercation in the officers’ club-room Oct. 
25. That night Reno was under 
the influence of liquor. He struck Nicboleon 
on the arm with a bDiliiard-cue, breaking the cue, 
and Nicholson threw him on the floor. Nichol- 
son rather provcked the affair by deciaring he 
could whip Reno. This was the extent of the 
trouble. That night, Aug. 8, Reno, while in 
the club-room, knocked out two lights of glass. 
Several officers testified they had seen many 
worse things happen in the club-room on dif- 
ferent occasions. 

Post-Trader Fanshawe testified that Reno and 
several others took supper at his house Aug. 3; 
seemed slightly under the influence of liquor, 
but did not insult Fanshawe or bis wife. 

To-day Miss Ella Sturgis, danghter of the 
post commander, testified that on the night of 
Nov. 10, while sitting in the library,she was star- 
tled by hearing some one tapping on the window, 
and, going there to sce who it was, ber 
eyes met Reno’s, which frightened her nearly 
to death Saw Reno at the window 
only a few seconds. My first impression was 
that he would shoot meif 1 moved. Thought 
he had hard feelings towards father. Reno’s 
face looked desperate. 

Gen. Sturgis testified: Was called out of 
bed by his wife Nov. 10. Going down stairs, 
i found both my wife and daughter badly 
frightened. Reno was not on friendly 
terms with my family, and had not been in my 
house fora month. He was under arrest Nov. 
10, and, owing to this fact, was prohibited com- 
ing there. 

Adjourned till to-morrow. 

Gen. Sturgis will issue an order to-morrow 
prohibiting the extensive gambling and aissipa- 
tion which bas been revealed to him by the evi- 
dence produced at the court-martial.

went through the National Bank of 
Iilinois. In referénce to the assertion 
Brentano makes, that the law says that 1 
could ouly pay money on account of the bank- 
rupt’s estate upon warrants countersigoed by 
the Register, you can state this: Toat the prac- 
tice in the United States District Court has 
been, in a great many instances (and Mr. Hib- 
bard will bear me out), that the Assignees never

“Is that the law?’ 

“The law simply requires the Court to desig- 
nate a depository; it does not make it com- 
puisory on the Assignee te deposit the money 
there. I was repeatedly assared by the officers 
of the Court that if I had the money ready when 
it was called for by the ereditors that was all 
the law required; and that bas been the uni- 
form practice iu this district.“

DATED ON A SUNDay?”’ 

It that is so it is simply a mistake on the 
part of Van Hollen, and cuts no ficure at all. I 
venture to say that there may be hundreds of 
tax receipts in this city bearing that date. You 
must bear in mind that at the time be received 
this money Van Hollen was not only careless 
but utterly distractéd in mind on account of bis 
troub es. And it may be safely assumed if he 
gave his receipt and wrongly dated it, it was 
simply an oversight on his part. The very fact 
that Van Hollen told Trude, as Brentano 
asserts, to be careful not to give a date which 
would be Sunday, would have put Trude on bis 
guard if be had had anything to do with the re- 
ceipts, and made him put in another date.“ 

. MR. TRUDE 

was next interviewed, and denied having had 
any talk with Van Hollen about Vocke or the 
receipts, saving that the statement of Brentano 
with reference to what was alleged to have taken 
place in Canada between Van Hollen and him- 
self was a fibrication. The letter, instead of 
referring to Vocke, had reference to debt- 
ors of Van Hollen,—men who owed him, as he 
claimed, for money loaned to them,—money 
taken from the city’s exchequer, and whom Van 
Hollen referred to as reformers. Aid. Jonas is 
a warm personal friend of three of them. ‘The 
letter was with reference to the brew- 
erv,—a creditor’s bill having been 
tiled in Judge Moore’s Court Oct. 27 against 
Van Hollen, Kiuctsch, and Trude, claimiug that 
the latter held the brewery in trust for Van 
Hollen. Ihe le ter was written two or three 
days subsequently, to let Van Hollen know 


to, because be was arrested only a week ago 
Saturday. He had never written a letter in 
which Vocke’s name occurred, or in which there 
was a capital V: nor had Van Hollen ever writ- 
ten a letter about our insurance friend. 
As to the ove Van Hollen was to 
swear against, it was not Vocke, but a 
man named in the creditors’ bill. 
The receipts bad been examined by experts in 
this city, and they had said that all were written 
with the same kind of mk,—that the receipts 
for 1877 in the book were not so old apparentiy 
as those of 1876, as the decomposition of the iron 
in those of 1876 was plainly manifest on investi- 
gation with a microscope or chemicals.

unbosomed himseif as follows: 

‘| knew before Van Hollen went away that 
he had collected $6,000 from V ocke,—that he col- 
lected personally, and that it was his desire to 
collect personally so as to use the money; that 
he collected from a large number of persons the 
sum of about $89,000. As to the Vocke and 
Palmer money, be having collected $2,000 from 
Palmer, be came into Dunham’s saloon and 
wanted me to loan him $1,000 to make good $#,- 
000 that he had collected from Vocke and $2,000 
from Palmer, which ne claimed had been used in 
the brewery. He wanted to make it good to 
the city. Iasked him if he wasn’t making that 
statement to me as an inducement to get $1,000 
to gamble with. He said ‘No’—that he had 
gotten some monev from another source and 
was $1,000 short. That statement was made in 
the presence of Franc B. Wilkie. Wiliam 
McNeil, the builder, J. Doulan, and Nelson Dun- 
ham, who were all present, except Mr. Wilkie, 
Yn Justice Hudson’s office Monday, to swear 
to the fact. The next dav Van Hollen came to 
my office, where were Frank Day, a young law- 
yer, and my clerk, and I said to him, Van Hol- 
len, I bear you went to Hankins’ house last 
night and lost the $1,000 I gave you and your 
paper for $15,000.’ He said. I didn’t lose the 
$1,000. I gave them paper, but have stopped 
payment.’ I said, Lou told me last night that 
vou got $6,000 from Vocke and $2,000 from 
Palmer, and had used it at your brewery in buy- 
ing tubs and excavating the cellar. I didn’t be- 
lieve you then, and now lam convinced that it 
is uutrue. You had better make the gambiera 
give back your money. and make your accounts 
good with the city as far as you possibly can, 
and get out of this trouble.’ He then told 
me be was short only about $15,000 or 
$18,000. Heraised his hand and said he had 
used the $6,000 he got from Vocke and the 
$2,000 from Palmer in the brewery, as he had 
stated. I asked bim to go with me to Luther 
Laflin Mills, who was then. practicing law, and 
get him to write to the gamblers letters threat- 
ening prosecution, civil and criminal, saying 
that, as 1 reoresented a number of the gam- 
blers, they would come to me for advice, and I 
would advise them on their own account and 
Van Hollen's to restore the money he had 
gambled away. We went to Mr. Mille’ office, 
the letters were written, and through our 
united efforts we got back for Van Hollen in 
the neighborhood of 818.000 of his paper. While 
we were epdeavoring to get back the money, the 
explosion came through Heafford in the office, 


-and Van Hollen took a change of venue to 


Canada.

SAFE IN JAIL. 

The reportorial search for Van Hollen was re- 
sumed yesterday, but he could not be found. 
He. however, was said to have been seen in the 
morning on the sidewalk in front of the Sher- 
man House by a friend, who spoke to him in 
passing. It was believed that he feared that 
“the letter of safe conduact’’ would be witb- 
drawn, and was therefore anxious to keep his 
whereabouts unknown, so that the Sheriff could 
not get hold of him until he had made arrange- 
ments to procure bail. His most intimate 
friends declared that he intended to star in Chi- 
cago and stand his trial. he having confidence in 
the ability of Charley Reed to beat the indict- 
ment.“ 

THE SAFE-CONDUCT REVOKED. \ 

At 3 o’clock in the afternoon State’s Attorney 
Mills received by mail the fo llowing letter: 

Cuicaco, Dec. 3.—L. L. Mills, Bg., State's 
Attorney—Dean Sin: George Van Holen having 
testified in the recent examination before Justice 
Hudson that his affidavit, made in Hamilton, Can- 
ada, was false. and that his only object in making 
it was to secure immunity for a time to enable him 
to attend to his private matters in Chicago, I 
hereby withdraw my assent to such immunity. 

A promise of immunity obtained confessedly by 
means of perjury and faise pretenses is not binding 
legally or morally.

THE RAILROADS. 


Jay Gould Feeds His Western 
Hearers on Confectionery. 


The Eastern High Joints to Meet 
Here This Month. 


Rock Island Figuring to Get a New 
Connection with Kansas City. 


GOULD’s TAFFY. 

Owing to the immense amount of “taffy” 
Jay Gould has been dealing out to denizens of 
nearly all the principal Missouri River towns, 
many people have come to the belief that the 
shrewd stock manipulator must dave been a 
confectioner in his early days. At St. Louis he 
informed the people that he would make their 
village the great railroad centre of the West, 
but chat they must build a few additional flat- 
boats to afford better facilities for an outlet by 
the river. At Atchison the people were told 
that their town was to be the great railway 
centre of the West, over which announcement 
the Atchisonians became so delighted that they 
forthwith started a subscription to build a new 
depot, in which Gould’s system of railroads is 
to centre. At St. Joseph the same promises 
were held forth The peovle there were 
told that he would make their place 
the great Western railroad centre, because 
he owned the St. Joseph bridge, and meant 
by so domg to make that structure a paying 
institution. When he wound up his speech 
with a request that they should make him a 
donation of $35,000 in order to assist in extend- 
ing the Missouri Pacific to tneir place, nearly 
the whole amount was at once subscribed by 
the enthusiastic citizens. At Leavenworth, 
Kansas City, and other points visited by Gould 
the same promises were made and the same en- 
thusiasm followed-Now, the facts are that while 
Gould, by making these promises, means to 
squeeze all he can outof the people at those 
points, he does not intend to do anything for 
any of them, and they will all find out in the end 
that Gould will take his business where he finds 
it to his best advantage, and that is to 
Toledo, where he connects with the 
Vanderbilt roads; and St. Louis, Atchison, St. 
Joseph, etc., will wake up some of these fine 
mornings and find that they have become mere 
way-stations instead of great. railroad centres. 
Gould is not usually in the habit of “swinging 
around the circle,” telling people bis plans and 
allowing himself to be feted. That he has come 
to this now shows that his case is becom ing des- 
perate, and that he finds more obstacles in the 
way of his schemes than he at first calculated 
upon. When he returned from his Western 
trip, a few weeks ago, everything looked bright 
and promising, and he no doubt was confident 
that he had bagged every road that the Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fe counted upon for 
an outlet, and that the latter wouid be demol- 
ished iu short order. But the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fe people were not asleep, and had no 
idea of beine crushed without an effort on 
their part. ‘Chey have been working like beay- 
ers since they found out the true inward- 
ness of Gould’s machinations, and the results 
of their labors have been successful beyond an- 
ticipation. The St. Louis & San Francisco, 
which Gould thougnt he had safely stowed 
away in his grasp, slipped out of his hands, and 
bas since joined his great adversary, the Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fe, and jointly with it 
pushes on to the Pacific via the old route of the 
Atlantic & Pacific. The Chicago & Alton, too, 
which Gould thought he had secure, has joined 
the enemy, and will give the Santa Fe Road 
the best possible outiet to Chicago and 
St. Louis. Then the Burlington & 
Quincy, which Gould thought he had cut 
off from its natural connections, comes up 
smiling, and secures a good outlet to Kansas 
City via the Missouri, Kansas & Texas (which 
Gould has also been unable to get) and the Chi- 
cago & Alton. Besides, it is not by any means 
certain that Gould will be able to cut this road 
off from its Kansas City, St. Joe & Council 
Bluffs connection. Gould has been bitterly 
figoting for this road, as it is really the key to 
tne four Missouri River points having the best 
facilities at those vlaces. Gould’s visit to those 
points was no doubt caused by the fight for this 
property, thinking that by soft-soaping the peo- 
ple he might be aided in bis scheme. But a 
TRIBUNE reporter was dnformed pester, 
day dy a leading officiak” of the Burling- 
ton & Quincy that the chances now 
are greatly agalust Gould, and that the Barling- 
ton Road will in all probability continue to con- 
trol the property. It hoidsa large amount of 
stock io this road, and the two lines own an un- 
divided half from Pacific Junction to Council 
Bluſts, a distance of twenty miles, and also an- 
other undivided half from Hamburg to East 
Nebraska City, a distance of sixteen miles. 
The opinion is rapidly gaining ground that 
Gould has overreacbed himself, and that the 
great scheme of his life to become the railroad 
dictator of America will never be realized. 


MORE TRACTABLE 

The opposition lately manifested by the man- 
agers of the Chicago roads against the east- 
bound freight-pool, and their determination to 
submit no longer to the dictation of Commis- 
sioner Fink, who is now looked upon as being 
the stool-pigeon of the Gould ana Vanderbilt 
combination. and who simply orders and en- 
forces their instructions, bas caused considera- 
ble consternation among the New York mana- 
gers, whose plans have not yet sufficiently ma- 
tured to allow the pool, which has helped them 
so materially thus far in ter out their 
schemes, to go to pieces. Heretofore Commis- 
sioner Fink and the New York people have 
ruled over the Western managers with an iron 
rod, and no concession of any kind would they 
make to the latter under any consideration. All 
the meetings of the Joint Executive Committee 
since the formation of the pool have been held in 
New York, and, although the Western managers 
protested time and again against being com- 
pelled to goto New York once every month, 
and neglect their business at home for a week 
or two, no notice was taken of their complaint, 
nor would Commissioner Fink or the trunk- 
line managers listen for a moment to the re- 
quest of the Western managers to hold those 
meetings: at some centrally-located Western 
point, where the managers could go without sac- 
Tificing much of their valuable time. The trunk- 
line managers thought they had the bulge” 
on them, and did not mean to subject them- 
selves to the inconvenience once in a while to 
come West. Besides having the meetings in 
New York, they were on their own *‘ dunghill,’’ 
and could much better carry their points than 
on foreign grounds, especially since the rules of 
the compact provided that the Commissioner 
could cast the vote on all questions for all ab- 
sentees according to his own discretion. They 
knew that many of the Western managers could 
not come to New York, while if the meetings 
were hela at Chicago or some other Western 
point nearly ali the managers would be present, 
aud thus be able to outvote the schemes of the 
trunk lines. But, since the Chicago roads have 
taken a more determined stand in regard to this 
matter, ind shown a disposition to assert their 
rights by not attending the New York meetings 
any longer, nor submit to any action antagonis- 
tic to their own interests, Commissioner Fink 
aud the trunk-line managers have become more 
tractable, and they are now readv to make con- 
cessions. It was stated in yesterday’s TRIBUNE 
that the trunk-line arbitrators bave at last de- 
cided to come to Peoria and .other Western 
points that have thus far failed to conform to the 
provisions of the pooljand establish percentages 
for nem.

Besides, the trunk lines 
were ahead the ful) amount they received from 
the lakes, as they got their regular percentages, 
as provided for by the pooling arrangement, on 
the all-rail business anyway. The only Eastern 
road that suffered severely this summer on ac- 
count of this state of affairs was the Baltimore & 
Ohio, which only received its regular, percentage 
of the all-rail business, having no steamship 
line or lake port with the proper facilities to 
receive its share of the business going by the 
lakes. The managers of this road have now de- 
cided that this shall be no longer thus, and next 
year they mean to be so situated that they will 
also get their share of the lake business from 
this city. This road bas an outlet to Sandusky 
on Lake Erie, but it could sot run a steamboat 
or barge line of sufficient ity to that point, 
because the harbor there wat in such a condi- 
tion that it would not permit vessels of large 
size to enter there. Besides, there were no 
dock facilities to do a large business. This will 
all be changed when navigation opens next 
spring. The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany has receatly dredged a channel at Sandus- 
ky, connecting their docks, which have also 
been greatly enlarged and improved, with the 
Government channel, at the expense of many 
thousands of dollars. The largest vessels will 
hereafter be able to run right up to the docks 
of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad and dis- 
charge their cargoes. Elevators and other fa- 
cilities will be provided fur on a large scale, and 
the Company expects to get a largely-increased 
tariff from Chicago via the lakes next summer.

ANOTHER EFFORT AT REFORM. 

Mr. George H. Daniels, Secretary of the Gen- 
eral Ticket and Passenger Agents’ Association, 
has issued the fotlowing circular to the General 
Ticket and Passenger Agents in the Associa- 
tion: 

In accordance witha resolution adopted at our 
last meeting, a copy of which has been sent you, I 
hereby call a meeting of this Association, to con- 
vene at the Grand Pacific Hotel, Chicago, Wednes- 
day, Dee. 17, 1879, at ll a. m. I have received 
the necessary 75 per cent of affirmative replies 
from the General Passenger and Ticket Agents, — 
several of them being quite hopeful letters. —and 
some very encouraging letters from General Man- 
agers. Only one Manager declines to have bis 
representative attend our meetings, and his road 
has never been represented in our Associations, so 
that we really lose nothing by his action. The 
opinion appears to prevail to a considerable extent 
that we are approaching a more cynservative era in 
railway management, and that the time to inaugu- 
rate reforms—which every General Ticket and 
Passenger Agent knows—has arrived. It is hoped, 
therefore, that every one who really desires to do 
what every head of a passenger department knows 
should be done will be present, and aid by his 
counsel and advice the meeting of the 17th inst. 
Those who have not yet replied to my former circu- 
lar are respectfully requested to do so at their ear- 
liest convenience, and | trust that all wbo have not 
yet made up their minds will cast in their lot with 
the 75 per cent and come to the meeting, and that, 
if there are any who have decided to say No,” 
that they will reverse their decision and join in 
making an effort at reform, which certainly will 
succeed if all co into it in earnest.’ 

The reforms spoken of in the above circular 
refer to the doing away with the system of com- 
missions and rébates and the discharge of out- 
side agents. 


VANDERBILT'S SALE. 

The New York Worid has the following in 
regard to Vanderbilt’s sale of New York Central 
stock: 

The syndicate of bankers has anticipated the in- 
stallments of New York Central stock and has re- 
ceived from Mr. Vanderbilt 41,000 shares, for 
which cash was paid. Over one-half of this amount 
was shipped to Europe yesterday. Each member 
of the syndicate has been called upon to pay his 
quota for this firat delivery. A receipt has been given 
in each case, signed by Drexel, Morgan & Co., 
which ¢an be used as collateral should the purchaser 
wish to raise any money on his cash outlay. The 
Germans bave already taken 8.000 shares oat of 
the 41,000 delivered on Friday and Saturday. The 
following official statement has been furnished by 
Drexel, Morgan & Co. : 

There seems to be a misapprehension respectin 
some of the minor points of the New York Centra 
negotiation. It is not true that the terms bave 
been changed, so that only two new Directers go 
intothe New York Central Board. Mr. J. Pier- 
pont Morgan and Mr. Cyrus W. Field were ad- 
mitted to the Boardon friday. the former to rep- 
resent the bankersin the syndicate and the latter 
the Wabash system of roads. Mr. Solon Hum- 
phreys will go into the Board at a future day, ac- 
cording to the * plan. There seems also to 
be an impression that the New York Central stock 
maycomeon this market through the individual 
members of the syndicate. This cannot be, as no 
single member of the syndicate can sell the part 
of the stock to which he is entitled. A notewortnay 
feaiure of the affair is that capitalists have been 
found to invest their money in this stock. which 
they cannot sell now nor obtain possession of be- 
fore the end of 1880, until whicn time the mau 
agement is contided to a joint committee in Lon- 
don and New York named by the parties in inter- 
est. This bespeaks great confidence in tue value 
of the property on the part of those who have pur- 
chased the stock. 

New York Central sold yesterday at 130, a de- 
cline of 9 per cent from the highest price since the 
completion of the negotiations was made public. 

A meeting of the trunk railroad lines will short- 
ly be called. at which a readjustment of the per- 
centages in east-bound freight will de made. Mr. 
Albert Fink said yesterday that no demand for an 
increased allowance will be made oy the New York 
Central. He said, however, that should the latter 
road present a statement of increased business the 
percentage will have to be changed. 


NEW YORK INVESTIGATION.

Ngw York, Dec. 3.—Before the Legislative 
Railroad Committee, Mr. Sterne concluded his 
argument to-day. He reviewed the history of 
the Standard oil monopoly, saying it had berun 
with a corrupt bargain between Harley, Bostwick, 
aud Gould, continued through the form of 
the South Improvement Company . because 
by that time the combination had 
become sufficiently powerful to dictate terms to 
various trunk lines, and the trunk lines had al- 
ready determined to give certain people facili- 
ties through the instrumeutality of freight 
charges to crush out all opposition, that they 
might constitute themselves practically the sole 
purchasers and purveyors of oil, and deliberately 
to overcome and destroy all production of oil 
not tributary to the South Improvement Com- 
pany, and all refining of oil not tributary to it. 
It was a recognition on the part ot the rail- 
way of its power.to use railway freight charges 
as an instrument of destruction of the indus- 
tries of vast numbers of people for the purpose 
of building up and concentrating in the hands 
of a particular junta a vast and profitable busi- 
ness. Enterprise after enterprise was compelled 
to go under before that corrupt combination 
between the railways and the Standard monop- 
oly. As Mr. Vanderbilt bad said, the oil busi- 
ness for the railway is doomed. This chapter of 
American railway history exhibited a most 
shameless perversion of the duties of a com- 
mon carrier to private ends. Regarding the 
watering of railroad stocks, he said that Erie 
must have been a marvelously good ciece of 
property to have survived the vicissitudes to 
which its financial administration had 

subjected. Gould

NEW MICHIGAN ROUTE.

Drrnorr. Dec. 3.— The Committee appointed 
three mont us ago for the purpose of taking into 
consideration the construction of a railroad 
from Detroit to Butler, to connect at the latter 
place with the Eel River branch of the Wabash 
Road, held a meeting this morning,and reported 
that the two proposed routes had been 
thoroughly surveyed, and the lines run with 
profile aliguments were submitted by the sur- 
veyor. They show the entire feasibility of 
the route, the course being nearly an air-jine, 
witb verv slight gradients, the beaviest being 
only 42 feet to the mile. The entire 
length of line by the shortest route surveyed is 
112 miles, and the figures were shown which 
demonstrated that the road can be built for 
$1,500,000, or less. The Committee resolved to 
lay all the facts ascertained before the public 
at an early day. The Committee have assur- 
ance that. with aid from Detroit to the amount 
of $200,000, to cover the cost of terminal facili- 
ties in this city, and to apply toward the cost 
of construction, the necessary capital will be 
subscribed by responsible parties. 


CHICAGO & ROCK ISLAND.

New York, Dec. 3.—Hughb Riddle, President 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Com- 
pany, bas had several conferences in this city 
during the past two days with William Dowd, 
President of the Hannibal & St. Joe, with the 
object of coming to some arrangement.for the 
leasing of the Cameron branch of the latter road 
from Cameron to Kansas Cite, fifty-three miles.

BITU ARY. 


JOSEPH DE BAVEN. 

Hugh A. White, Esq, ot this city, y 
received a dispatch from Geneva, Switzerland, 
stating that Capt. Joseph Ve Haven died there 
Tuesday nicht. Although the Captain hag 
spent but little time in Chicago since 1872, yeg 
be isso well known to many Chicagoans, and 
his property interests have so identified him 
with the place, that a brief sketch of his life 
will not be witbout interest. 

Oct. 19, 1841, at the age of 15 years, De Haven 
entered the navy as a midshipman from 
Pennsylvania, and remained in the navy 
for twenty-four years. During this time he 
was in commind of several Sbips, notabiy tne 
Tallapoosa, which was on the track of block 
ade-runners along ze Atlantic coast. He gt. 
tained the rank of Lieutenant-Commander, and 
was in command of a fleet of gunboats belong. 
ing to the Gulf squadron. 
branch of the service was most creditable, and 
he made several notabie captures. 

During bis time in the service he married the 
daughter of Commodore Bigelow. and at the 
close of the War—May 30, 1865—he resigned 
his commission and settled down in this city, 
During bis residence in Chicago his wife wag 
taken suddenly ill and died. 

The Commodore bad made investments in 
Chicago at an early day, and was the owner of 
Block 121, School Section Addition, being the 
ground on which the new Custom-House build- 
ing stands. On Commodore Bizelow’s death 
the property divided, the half 
south of Quincy street going to 
Mrs. De Haven's children, and the 
remainder to George Bigelow, the Commodore's 
son, subject, of course, to Mrs. Bigelow’s dower 
interest. Soon after the fire, and after the 
efforts to condemn the property at the corner of 
Madison and Dearborn streets so as to utilize 
the site of the old Post-Office building had 

roved ineffectual, the Government proceeded 

o condemn the blocks between Adams and 
Jackson and Dearborn and Clark, and in those 
negotiations Capt. De Haven, being largely in- 
terested on account of bis children, took an act 
ive part. 


So soon as the matter had been settled up he 
went to Paris, accompanied by bis three daug> 
ters and his wife’s mother, who was a Parisian, 
and who was anxious to return to her native 
city before ber death. On their arrival ia 
France, the young ladies were sent to Geneva to 
school. Shortly after reaching Paris Mrs. Bige- 
low died, and after ber death Cat. De Haven 
went to Geneva to visit his daughters. While 
there he met a young lady named Borck. whom 
he afterward married, and, purchasinga five 
bomestead in Geneva, be settled down there. 
His second union was blessed by two sons. 
Capt. De Haven lived in that quiet city u 
Switzerland up to the time of his death. 

The bulk of Cabot. De Haven’s property was 
situated in this city, and at a rough estimate was 
valued at $600,000. He was in the habit of vis- 
iting this city yearly for the purpose of lookmg 
after his property. 

The immediate cause of his death is not 
known, but is supposed to be heart-disease. He 
was a passenger on thetrain which was wrecked 
at Ashtabula in 1876, and escaped uninjured, 
though he felt the shock afterward, as he was 
dangerously ill for some time alter his arrival 
in this city, and again on his return to New 
York City, When de left here last 
summer he was seemingly in good health, 
although while here he remarked to @ 
friend that he had never felt like he same man 
since the Ashtabula disaster. Dr. McVickar is 
of the opinion that the shock sustained was fn- 
directly the cause of his death. It was his in- 
tention to return to Chicago early next spring. 
He was about 54 vears of age at wwe time of bis 
death, and was considered qujte wealthy. He, 
was engaged in no business. 

His wife is still living at the Geneva home- 
stead, and his two youngest daughters are at- 
tending school at that place. Walter Kimball 
is their guardian. Hié eldest. daughter, Jo- 
— is married, and is living in New York 

tate. 

Capt. De Haven was well liked by his friends, 
by whom he was looked upon as a genial, 
whole-souled man, and exceedingly popular 
with all who knew him.

MICHAEL KEELEY. 

Mr. Michael Kerley, of thb Keeley Brewing 
Company, was found at his residence on the 
corner of Sangamon and Van Buren streets. 
Mr. Keeley stated that as yet there bad been no 
decisive action taken on the part of the brew- 
ers in regard to a rise in the price of beer, but 
that it was evident that, with the increased 
price of all articles used in the manufacture, 
an advance was ubavoidable, though he did 
not think it would take place before the spr ing. 
The advance in cost of hops alone would guar- 
antee the price of beer being raised a dollar a 
barrel. This time last year the hops that now 
cost 45 ceuts a bushel were to be had for 10 
cents a bushel. By the time the beer 
was delivered to the saloon-keeper, each barrel 
contained three bushels of hops, so that the beer 
at present manufactured contains $1.35 worth of 
hops, against 30 cents worth last year. Barley 
was advanced in price, though in a less degree, 
and all other commodities employed in the mak- 
ing of beer had grown dearer, so that it seemed 
to a majority of the brewers that an advance in 
price of at least $1 per barrel would be neces- 
sary. 

Mr. Keeley stated that quite a number of 
brewers were of the opinion that the advance in 
price might be avoided if the useless expend- 
itures connected with the trade were done away 
with. If the expense connected with sign- 
boards, spending money, and donations were 
abolished, then the beer might be kept at its 
present prices for an indefluit time. 

Is there any prospect of this being done!“ 
asked the reporter. 

Not that I can see,“ said Mr. Keeley. It 
seems to be acustom of the trade to do all 
these things, and the only thing that will — 
end them will be concerted action on the part of 
the brewers, and I see no prospect of that. 
That system of spending of money is even worse 
than the signs. It demoralizes the drivers

is altogether a vile tax upon the business. Ifa 
driver does not treat, he is looked upon asa 
mean mau, and very soon will be reported to 
bis employer as such, with “an intimation 
he is not discharged, he will 
hurt his employer’s business. it is quite 
a common thing for m drivers to 
bring home $20 to $80 worth of tickets which 
we bave to buy from our customers.

THE SALOONKEEPERS. 

Having obtalned pretty fully the views of the 
brewers, the reporter mads a call at a couple of 
well-known beer-saleons on Randolph street in 
order to learn how the retail trade looked upon 
the proposed advance in price of their staple. 
The first saloon visited was the Cleopatra.“ in 
the basement of the Metropolitan Building, 
where he found the proprietor, Mr. Wentzel, 
who seemed quite surprised at the unwelcome 
intellwence which the reporter brought bim. 
He had only a day or two before talked toa 


leading brewer on the subject, and had 
been informed that, despite the in- 
creased cost of the various articles 
used in the manufacture of beer, there was 
no intention to raise prices on the part of 
the brewers. His own opinion was that the 
brewers Lad made enough money of late to be 
able to stand a diminution of profit for awhil 
amd that they should wait and see if the cost o 
production was not likely to diminish before 
raising prices. Still, if the prices were raised, 
he would submit gracefully to the inevitable, 
provided always that he was not able to get 
from Milwaukee at a cheaper orice a quality of 
beer equal to that which his customers demand- 
ed. If be were able to do this he would trans- 
fer his custom to Milwaukee. 

Mr. McCarthy, the proprietor of the beer- 
saloon under the Sherman House, where chess- 
players most do congregate, told the reporter that 
be had for some days past heard rumors about a 
raising of the price of beer by the brewers, on 
account of. tne increased cost of production. If 
it took place the only thing to be done was to 
subunit to it. The members of the Saloon- 
keepers’ Association, of Which he was pot a 
member, might make a kick,’’ but it would do 
them no good. The most likely form of retal- 
iation which the saloonkeepers would be likely 
to adopt would de in the shape of that minor- 
sized glass of beer which is greatly in vogue at 
picnics and like occasions, and which is known 
by the name the **jabilee’’ glass. ‘The re- 
porter suggest 
taliation would come back on the public who 
were unoffending parties, and who might object 
to the small measure. Mr. McCarthy said that this 
was quite possible, but that as far as he was 
concerned there would be no 3 in the size 
of the 5-cent potation, and that in the majority 
of the large city saloons the glass would re- 
main at its present size. The reporter men- 
tioned to him the theory advanced by Mr. Me- 
Avoy that when beer was sold to the saloon- 
keepers at $10 a barrel. they made more money 
than when it was sold at $8, but he could not 
accept it as a correct one, stating* that what de- 
moralized the saloon business now was not the 
low ness of prices, but the secret discounts which 
some of the brewers allowed to their custom- 
ers. If these were abolished he felt sure that 
the business would be placed on a better basis 
for all parties.

The Opening of the Prussian Landestag.

BanLIx. Prussia, Nov. 2.—On Tuesday took 
place, with the usual observances, the opening 
of the Landestag in Berlin,—the Prussian 
Houses of Legislature (or Parliament, as an 
Englishman would say), by the Emperor Will- 
jam, in the White Salon of the Palace. The 
ceremony was short, and the description will be 
the same. It is not a public, but a private 


affair. 

Many officers of high and low degree, and 
members of the Diplomatic Corps, were Fres- 
ent. Among them I noticed Minister White, 
representing the United States. Von Moltke 
was present, but Bismarck was not. 

The uniforms of those present were as varied 
as the flowers of the field; and this, with the 
lofty, dignified bearing of all present, gave a 
very imposing appearance to the whoie affair. 
The difference in manners, or rather lack of 
manners, which characterizes the assembling of 
similar bodiesin America, is very noticeable; and 
it must be confessed that Royalty insuresadignity 
of demeanor whic is worthy of imitation even 
by Republics. 

At the proper time the ceremony was inau- 
gurated bv one of the officers stepping forward 
and aonouncing the arrival of the Emperor, 
upon which all shouted Lebe hoch!“ literally 

“Live bien!“ but meaning Long live the 
Emperor! The Emperor William then siowly 
advanced. uncovered, with helmet in hand, 
made a slow and dignified bow, mounted the 
throne, olaced his helmet on bis head, and read 
an address, which was banded him by an attend- 

Minister. 

e Emperor may be a good fighter, but is a 
very poor reader. it was impossidle, in the 
gallery, where were the Court ladies and Diplo- 
matic Corps, to hear what was read. 

After finishing the. reading, the Emoveror re- 
turned the manuscript to the Minister from 

whom he received it, and, bowing to the assem- 
bly, who again shouted Lebe boch!“ stepped 
down from his throne and walked out, followed 
by his officers. H. SanPorp.

GREAT WESTERN TELEGRAPH. 

Judge Barnum yesterday afternoon decided 
the motion for an a from an interlocutory 
order in the Great Western Telegraph Com- 
pany case. it seems that some time ago the 
Receiver of the Company filed a petition asking 
that the Western Union Telegraph Company be 
compelled to surrender certain parts of the 
Great Western Telegraph Company which it 
held under leases. The Western Union Com- 
pany filed an answer setting up that it held the 
lines as security for about $10,700 advanced for 
repairs, which it was entitled to have repaid. 
After an argument was had last week 
Judge Barnum entered an order directing the 
Western Union Company to surrender the lines 
on the Receiver of the Great Western Company 
paying into court the sum of 610, 700, the 
amount claimed by the Western Union, which 
was to await the result of the accounting. The 
Western Union Company then asked for an ap- 
peal, and au extended argument was had on 
this point, the Receiver contending the order 
was ap interlocutory order. from which no ap- 
peal would lie, and the defendant alleging that 
it was a final order as to it, and disposea of the 
matter. 

Judge Barnum disposed of this question yes- 
terday afternoon iu a very voluminous opinion. 
Atter reviewing the evidence and authorities at 
great length, the Judge beld that the order in 
question was not a final one, and hence could 
not be appealed from. A final order was one 
which left nothing to be done except ministerial 
duties, which virtually disposed of the whole 
matter either by oe the parties out of 
court or else granted the relief asked. But in 
the present instance the erder was incidental, 
and the more important part—the accounting— 
still remained to ve performed. This case 
difffered materially from all those cited 
on the argument, in that the par- 
ty seeking the appeal had no 
property right in the lines, but only a lease- 
hold interest, which had expired ‘by limitation. 
It did not, therefore, in avy way come within 
the rule as to fina! decrees, and the motion for 
appeal would be denied. 

This is a decision of considerable importance, 
as the Western Union Company is alieged to 
be making every endeavor to keep the lines of 
the Great Western out of the hands of the 
American Union Telegraph Company. The 
Western Union Company propose to prosecute 
awrit of error from Judge Barnum’s decision.

CANE-GRO WERS. 


Annual Meeting of the Association in t. 
Louis—The Best Varieties of Sorghum and 
Sugar-Cane Seeds—Other Matters. 

Spectal Disvatch to The Tridwne. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Dec. 3.—The annual meeting 
of the Mississippi Valley Cane-Growers’ Asso- 
ciation, organized in February last, for the pur- 
pose of encouraging and promoting the produc- 
tion of sugar from sorghum, and composed of 
experienced growers and manufacturers of sor- 


ghum throughout the West, convened this 
morging in Polytechnic Hall. Members were in 
attendance from Minnesota, Wisconsin, Illinois, 
Iowa. Ohio, Indiana, Missouri, and Tennessee. 
In the absence of the President, the chair was 
occupied by Col. Colman, of St. Louis. The 
Corresponding Secretary, Mr. I. A. Hedges, of 
St. Louis, presented his report, showing a very 
encouraging degree of progress in the produc- 
tion of sugar during the past year, 
aud an awakened interest in the subject through- 
out the country. A lengthy communication 
was read from Prof. Stewart, who claims to 
be the discoverer of a process for manufactur- 
ing the juices of any variety of the sorrhum or 
corn families so as to produce sugar in largely re- 
munerative quantities with absolute ceritainty. 
The communication was largely an extolling of 
his system over all others. Several members 
gave their experience in the use of the Stewart 
process, but only a single one adigitted that he 
had found it of any value, and he had only tried 
it on a small scale. 

At the opening of the afternoon session the 
following Board of Officers was elected for the 
coming year: I. A. Hedges, President. Vice- 
Presidents, M. G. Leonard, Illinois; C. F. Mu- 
ler, Minnesota; Thomas Wheston, Ohio; James 
Calley, Indiana; Col. J. Colman. Missouri; E. &. 
Jones, Tennessee. Recording Secretary, E. 8. 
Jones; Corresponding Secretary and Scientific 
Expert,tieorge C. W. Belcher, of Beicher & Co., 
oi this city; Treasurer, E. W. Douglass. The 
Committee on Order of Business reported the 
following business: ‘‘ Seeds— Varieties and Cul- 
tivation,” and Machinery and Manufacture.“ 
A general discussion then followed upon the 
first topic, the substance of which was 
to the effect that in northern localities 
the early amber stands unsurpassed in its prop- 
erties of early ripening, its richness in sugar, 
and ease of granuiation; that for the oentral 
aud southern iocalities the early amber sbould 
be grown for early manufacture. In connection 
with the latter varieties like those of the 
Imphbee family or the original Chinese corn, 
thus greatly lengthening the manufacturing 
season, extenking it from tne middie of August 
to the Ist of December. The cultivation should 
be substantially the same as for corn, except 
that 1t requires more care and careful working 
when young, and it will bear much closer plant- 
ing, Viz.: rows two and one-hali feet apart, and 
hills from twelve to eighteen inches in row, with 
tive or six stalks to the bill, or it may be 
drilled continuously in the rows. 

At the evening session the second topic, 
„Machinery and Manufacture.“ was taken up. 
and the experience of different members given. 

To the Western Associated Press. 

Sr. Louis, Dec. 3.—At the Cane-Growers’ 
Conventien to-day, the Corresponding Secretary, 
Mr. I. A. Hedges, read a report in which he 
stated that since the organization of the asso- 
ciation last spring he had been in corresoond- 
ence with persons in thirty-five States and Ter- 
ritories regarding the culture of sorghum cane 
and the manufacture of sugar therefrom. He 
finds very great interest being taken in this 
matter throu - ge the country, especially in 
the Nortb, and much attention being given to 
the manufacture of sugar. The report was 
quite imteresting, and contains many sugges- 
tions and much information of value to those 
interested in the promotion and growth of this 
new industry. 

The Secretary in his report said that Colorado 
is specially adapted to the growth of amber corn, 
and that Texas can raise two crops yearly, and 
perbaps three. He advocates the instruction of 
students for sorghum culture at the expense of 
the State, and holds that such education would 
be much more beneficial in the increased taxes 
thau the outlay would amount to. 


JOURNALISTIC. 
apectal Dispatch to The Trituma 

Mitwavukse, Wis., Dec. 3.—The Daily News, 
the Democratic morning paper, is said to be in 
such weak and tottering condition that it will 
not last another fortnight under its present 
management. Dr. Magann is now said to be 
soliciting leading Democratic capitalists to take 
the institution off his hands at an asking price 
of $4,000, whereas afew weeks ago, when ap- 
proached by parties who wanted to buy, he de- 
thanded 815.000. A movement is on foot 
among Democratie politicians to organize a 
stock company for the purchase of the Ws, 
and a thorough reorganization of the establish- 
ment from ceilar to garret. Should this scheme 
fail, itis not unlikely that the supporters of 
Buss Keyes may become buyers of the 
concern, with the intention of publishing 
a first-class daily newspaper that shall displace 
the Sentinel as the organ of the Republican 
party of the State. In this connection it will 
not be out of place to mention a rumor that the 
proprietors of the Evening W.sconsin, or at least 
one of them, was in negotiation with Dr. Ma- 
ganp, a few weeks ago, for the purchase of the 
News, the intention baving been to continue the 
publication of the daily in the Wisconsin Build- 
ing as a Democratic organ, with the material of 
the Evening Wisconsin, Republican newspaper, 
and thus ride two political horses of opposit 
stripe in the same arena.

A CHICAGO ASTRONOMER ABROAD. 


The number of Nature for Nov. 20, 1879, con- 
tains a review of Mr. Burnham’s important con- 
tributions to Vol. XLIV. of Memoirs of the 
Royal Astronomical Society. This contribution 
contains (I) a catalog of 251 new doubie stars with 
measures, and (2) micometrical measures of 500 
objects, amongst them some very difficult ones 
and a number of ident binaries. Nature re- 
marks on Mr. Burnbam’s work: “ At the time 
the Chicago Astronomical Society was organ- 
ized, in 1862, Mr. Alvan Clark & Sons had still 
in their possession an object-glass of eighteen 
and one-half inches aperture, which was then 
the largest in the world. Sieve were taken to 
secure it, and, thanks to the energy of the Hon. 
Thomas Hoyne and J. Young Scammon,—the 
latter of whom has been President of the Society 
from its organization,—the glass was secured 
for Chicago, and by means of public sub- 
scription $18,000 were raised for its complete 
mounting, and Mr. mon contributed 
$30,000 in addition for the building. Fortunate- 
ly, an observer equal to the use of so fine an in- 
strument was at hand, and latterly Mr. Buru- 
ham has devoted it to the discovery of new 
double stars and the revision of an extensive 
list of known ones which appeared most desery- 
mg of attention. Heremarks: ‘My work has 
been wholly a labor of love. Durmg the busi- 
ness hour of every day I have been otherwise 
fully occupied, and hence my observations dave 
been prosecuted often at the expense of rest, 
sleep, and recreation. I submit the results to 
the Boys] Astronomical Society as the first con- 
tribution of the great equatorial. of the Dear- 
born Observatory.’ Mr. Burnham bad, bow- 
ever, published, between 1873 and 187%, nine 
smaller lists of new double stars, containing 482 
in all;-the present catalog brings up the num- 
ber to 733; indeed, bie energy and success have 
been alike extraordinary.“

There- 
fore, he save, be bas given it out 
that gambling-rooms must de confined 
to the heart of the city, and that they are not 
to be interfered with unless they are engaged in 
the “‘ roping-in ’’ business. Establishments in 
other parts of the city he regards as fleecing 
concerns, and he says he has ordered all such 
watched and closed, and he does not think that 
many such now exist, He regards gambling, or 
gambiing-houses, as a sort of necessary evil, 
however, but, he had bis way, he 
would require them to be licensed, and 
to pay a good price for the privileges they en- 
joyed under a license, and that thev should be 
kept open at all times, so that a policeman could 
go in and out at pleasure. In fact, be would 
have them under police surveillance at all times, 
and by this means he thinks that he could pro- 
tect the Granger and largely mitigate the evils 
and abuses growing out of them.

- The text of the document is as follows: 


TREASURY OF THE Untrep STATEs, WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 28.—The charges for the transportation to 
the Treasurer of the United States of National- 
bank notes, clearly unfit for circulation, receivea 
by him on and after Dec. 1, 1879, for redemption 
under Sec. 3 of the act of June 20, 1874 (18 stat- 
utes. 123), in sums of $1, „ or any multiple 
thereof, will be defrayed out of the 5 per cent re- 
demption fund, and included in the assessment on 
the several banks of iesue at the close of the fiscal 
yom In order that the charges may be so defrayed, 

he packages must consist exclusively of National- 
bank notes clearly unfit for circalation, and must 
have the word ‘‘unfit”’ conspicuously written or 
printed on the face of the wrapper, in addition to 
the other particulars required by the regulations. 
If the package be not so marked, or contain any 
proportion, however small, of notes fit for circula- 
tion, or of other notes than of National banks, the 
charges at Government contract rates on the entire 
remittance will be deducted from the proceeds. 
All notes not having the charter number of the 
bank of issue imprinted on them will be regarded 
as unfit for circulation.

THE SALOONS, 
THE MAYOR IS READY FOR WAR. 

Mayor Harrison yesterday had a conference 
with all the Police Captains in reference to the 
enforcement of the 12 o’clock ordinance, and 
especially as to how tomakerestaurants with bars 
attached respect the law. The Captains, to a 
man, commended his suggestions printed 
yesterday, in which it was proposed to license 


all-night houses,—charging $100 for the license, 
—ana each one claimed to have conceived 
the same idea long ago. The Mayor, however, 
contended that it was original with him,—that 
be had never heard of it before,—and, all agree- 
ing upon the wisdom of the idea, there was not 
much chance for quarreling. He instructed 
them, however, before dismissing them, to eu- 
force the 12 o’clock ordinance as applying to 
saloons as rigidly as possible, and as appiving to 
restaurants and saloons to require the restau- 
rant-keeper to close his bar and eover his 
counter at midnight until there was some legis- 
lation upon the subject. A reporter saw him 
afterward, and he authdrized—in fact, requested 
—him to announce that he was 
DETERMINED TO BNFONCE THE ORDINANCE 


in question at all bazards, and, furthermore, 
that he would make an example of the first 
saloon caught open after 12 o’clock at nicht vy 
revoking the keeper’s license. He even wentso 
far in expressing bis determivation in the matter, 
in the presence of the reporter, a8 to dispatch a 
messenger to Dave Thornton to inform him 
that if he did not veil his bar at 12 and cease 
selling be would revoke his license at once, so 
theré can be no mistaking his earnestness. He 
does not propose to make any exceptions, and 
will know neither friend nor foe. His (diet is 
that all saloons must close at 12, whether high 
or low, and if they do not suffer for disobeying 
it it will be the fault of the police in refusing to 
report, them. 

A reporter asked Mr. Thornton whether he 
had recetved from the Mayor the order or in- 
structions mentioned above, and, if so, what 
action he intended to take thereon?

senting or concealing their terrible danger; and 

Wuergas, The underwriters of the City of Chi- 
cago, having met this day for the purpose of fully 
discussing the whole question, and having wit- 
nessed experiments with Hyperion and other oils 
that give overwhelming evidence of the great haz- 
ard of such oils, and the Superintendent of the 
Fire Patrol having stated that these combustibles 
are in frequent use throughout tile city. and espe- 
cially in the densely-povulated districts of the 
northern and sovtnern portions of the city, where 
fire endangers the whole community; therefore, 

Resolved, Thatthe public papers and the city 
officials be requested to call the attention of the 
citizens generally to the very great danger to which 
both life and property are subjected by the use, 
sale, and storage of such extra hazardous oils, and 
that they use their great influence to prohibit their 
use in the community.

JUSTICE WALSH, 

HIS TROUBL§S WITH THE CITY AUTHORITIES. 

It was not H yesterday that Justice Walsh 
was said to have refused to send the original 
mittimus or execution along with prisoners sent 
to the Bridewell from his Court, and that he 
had also refused to make a duplicate of the in- 
strument to be forwarded to the Controller. it 
was aso roted that some correspondence had 


ensued on the subject, and that the whole mat- 
ter had been turned over to Corporation-Coun- 
sel Adams for an opinion. The following is the 
opinion: 

T. T. Gurney, Contr@fer: I have read and 
considered the communi@ation to you of Charles 
E. Felton, Superintendent of the House of Cor- 
rection, in relation to the commitment of prison- 
ers to the House of Correction, his right to retain 
the warrant of commitment, the refusal of the 
Justice of the Police Court of the West Division to 
furnish copies of mittimusses, etc. 

It is the duty of the officer to whose hands an 
execution may come from a police court to demand 
of the defendant property to satisfy the execution, 
and if it be satigfied by payment or turning out 
goods and chattels, to return it to the Court 
which issued it, with a return showing how it 
was satisfied; but if the defendant in 
the execution faile to satisfy it dy 
payment or turning out property to the officer, 
the execution then becomes an absolute mittimus, 
and itisthe duty of the officer, by the express 
terms of the writ, to convey the prisoner to the 
House of Correction, and deliver him to the Super- 
intendent, and it is also his duty to deliver to the 
Superintendent the original writ. The writ so de- 
livered is the Superintendent's only warrant for 
detaining the prisoner. A person se confined may 
petition fora writ of habeas corpus and demand 
of the Superintendent a copy of the mittimus, and 
the Superintendent, under Sec. 4 of the Habeas- 
Corpus act, is bound to furnish such copy, under 
penalty of 500 for failure so to do. 

There is no ordinance, so far as I am aware, re- 
quiring the Police Justices to furnish copies of 
mittimuses issued by them, but it has been the 
constant custom for them to do so, for the con- 
venience of your office, and the Justices at the 
North and South Divisions do so now, as I am in- 
formed. If a communication from vou to the 
Justice of the Police Court of the West Division 
will not secure compliance with this custom, the 
mattercan be arranged by a proper ordinance. I 
am of opinion, however, that this will not be nec- 
essary. Respectiully, Francis ADAMS,

It appears, so far as can be learned, that this 
trouble grows out of a dispute between Walsh 
and bis Cierk and Bailiff.—all cl&iming that they 
are not required to make out duplicate war- 
rants, etc., and one throwing the responsibility 
on the other. At for the charge that Walsh 
refuses to send the original warrant along with 
the prisoner to the Bridewell, it appears that 
the whole thing is based upon a story told by 
the driver of the Black-Maria some days 
ago, which was, in effect, that be would not 
send them in the future, etc., but, so far as is 
known, be has never eee failed to send a 
mittimus along witb a prisoner. The facts 
are, however, that things are not being run 
in Justice Walsh’s Court as they should but 
who is to blame is not known. A few days ago, 
for instance, four prisoners were sent to the 
Brideweli on mittimuses which Walsh had not 
signed, and this thing bas before. 
Then again there is an unnecessary delay, it ap- 
pears, in sending out the prisovers, all of which 
leads to trouble. Further than t his refusal 
to send duplicate warrants to Superintendent 
Felton, to be forwarded to the Controller, con- 
fuses things, especially since all prisoners who 
are not pardoned are from the Con- 
troller's books. On the whole, the situa- 
tion is anything else than pleasant, and 
if the Justice does not accept the 
above—which was sent him during the day—as 
authurity there will be trouble of which he 
dreams not. The Controller is on the war-path, 
and he generally means what he says, and it is 
well known that the Mayor is just behind him.

However, it always 
being a duty to give news, the following will be 
the course of the meeting at the hotel if they 
meet, for the Boards have an unhappy way of 
not coming to the scratch and of holding private 
meetings: Hyde Park will enter and fling down 
a batch of reports, whicn show that the cost is as 
80 to 20 for Lake and Hyde Park, but will very 
kindly say chat they will pay 25 per cent of the 
cost of running the Water-Works if Lake will 
pay 75 percent. These reports will be signed 
in part by Col. Foster. Then Lakewill produce 
documents which will show that Hyde Park is 
not paying its full share,—at preset 3334 per 
cent. will be signed, and Col. Foster will 
not. stick to the first report, wholly. 0 
will not listen to Hyde k’s — 
and then a notice of dissolution of the join 
Water-Works arrangement of the Town of * 
and the Village of Hyde Park will de read. 
This, it is fully expected, will stun all present, 
and might if this warning were pot published 
agaiost the will of the Trustees of both towns, 
who wish to remain quiet. 

The law under which the partnership was 
made was passed in 1874, and gave the Town of 
Lake power to pav for the Water- Works, pipe- 
crib, and pipe to State street. It also gave to 
the party withdrawing two vears’ time after the 
notice before it is compelled to quit. At the 
time of dissolution the property will be put up 
to the bighest bidder, and then sold, or else a 
valuation shall be put on it, the sum decided on 
to be paid to the party withdrawing.

Larayette, Ind., Dec. 2.—The action of the 
Repudlican State Committee in fixing the date 
of the next State Convention for the 25th of 
February seems to have taken the whole party 
by surprise. No one outside the Committee 
knew of the meeting, and, so far as I can learn, 
po one save the Chairman knew the purpose 
for which it was called. It seems to have been 
a secret even at Indianapolis. Usually the more 
prominent Republicans of that city are invited 


to attend, and when not invited they manage 


to “bapoen in,” and. begging pardon for the 
intrusion,” quietly seat themselves for the 
evening. But ot this occasion it was not only 
a secret at the Capital, but only Judge Martin- 
dale “happened in“! 

Another singular thing about it is that the 
object of the meeting was not to fix a time for 
the meeting at all. The Chairman thought ita 
good thing to have the National Republican 
Convention beid at Indianapolis, and, to give 
the affair the character of a State movement, 
the Committee was summoned and asked to 
father the burden. All this was very proper. 
Indianapolis has a right to the Convention if 
she can get it, and the State Committee has a 
right to stand the expense of securing it if it 
so desires. 

THE OBJECT OF THE MEETING. 

“Bat how did it bappen that a date for bold- 
ing the State Convention was fixed upon!“ 1 
asked a member of the Committee whom I hap- 
pened to meet this morning.

Sec. 2 of Art. 2 80 as to read: 

Srction 2. In all elections not otherwise pro- 
vided for by this Constitution. every male citizen 
of the United States of the age of 21 years and up- 
wards, whe shall have resided in the State — 
and in the ward or precinct thirty days — 
ately preceding such election, and every male of 
foreign birth, of the age of 21 years and upwards, 
who shall have resided in the United States one 
year, and shall have resided in the State during the 
SX months. and in the tc wuship sixty days, and in 
the ward or precinct thirty days immediately pre- 
ceding said election, and shall have declared his 
intention to become a citizen of the United States, 
conformably tothe laws of the United States on 
the subject of naturalization, shall be entitled to 
vote in the township or precinct where he may re- 
side, if he shall have been duly registered accord- 
ing to law, 

This cuts off Kentucky immigration two or 
three days before au election. In the recent 
conspiracy trials at Indianapolis, Wilkerson, the 
Democradc candidate for Treasurer of Jennings 
County, was found guilty of importing voters 
from Jackson Country, a Democratic strongbold, 
and is serving a term io the Penitentiary for it. 
As the Constitution now stands, no fixed period 
of residence is required in townsbip or ward be- 
fore voting. it is possible, therefore, to take 
men trom a strong Democratic county into one 
slightly Republican to elect county and legis- 
lative officers, or to bring them from Kentucky 
and other border States to influence State and 
Congressional elections. It was the plan of the 
Jennings County conspirators to have those im- 
ported to work a day or two in quarries and on 
the farms of unscrupulous Democrats. After 
the adoption of this amendment, it wil! be 
necessary for one whose vote is cnallenged 
to swear that he has been a resident of the 
township sixty days, and of the ward or pre- 
cMct thirty days. Such requirement must be a 
great barrier against fraudulent voting. and the 
Democracy will vote almost solidly against its 
adoption. 

The third amendment, providing that all 
geueral elections be held on the first Tuesday 
after the first Monday in November, instead of 
on the second Tuesday in October, as at pres- 
ent, is not so objectionable.

The Campbelis and “the Lake Winnipeg 
Land and Colonization Association. 
Manitoba Free Press, Now. 27. 

The cablegram to the Toronto Globe, on the 
authority of the sensational London Worid, 
that the visit of the Princess, Louise to England 
has some indefinit relation, either of sympathy 
zor interest, to the organization of a company 

for the development of colonization lands in 
Manitoba and the territory abutting on Lake 
Wiunipeg.“ will not be without some founda- 
tion if the Campbell family are the principal 
promoters of the scheme. ‘The rumor is coupled 
with a positive statement that an association has 
already been formed under the title of * the Lake 
Winnipeg Land and Colonization Association,” 
and that Lord Waiter Campbell is one of the 
Directorsof the company; which,in that event, 
would be likely to include on its stock-list other 
members of the Argyle family, if not its heir 
apparent. It seems a prospectus bas been pub- 
lished which gives some details of the enter- 
prise,—among them a pledge or prediction that 
Manitoba-grown wheat is to be landed at Liver- 
pool for 35 shillings per quarter. 

This important specification is concurrent with 
the recent publication of a pampulet by Mr. C. 
J. Brydges, Land Commissioner of the Hudson's 
Bay Company, in which he estimates that grain, 
on the completion of the eastern divisions of 
the Canada Pacific Railway, pow under contract, 
will be taken from any point as far west as Fort 
Ellice to Tbuvder Bay, on Lake Superior, and 
put, into elevators there for 20 cents per 
bushel, delivered at Montreal by propellers at 
10 cents, and thence transported by ocean-ves- 
sels to Liverpool at five shillings per quarter, 
equal to 15 cents per bushe!,—total, for a move- 
ment across 100 degrees of iongitude, of 45 
cents per bushe!,—rates which, added to 40cents 
for cost of production, would make 8 cents a 
busbel, or 28s. 4d. per quarter. It is added that 
the average price of wheat iu England for thirty 
years has been 55 shillings per quarter, r- 
tainly a wide margin of profitto the Canadian 
producer.

An Interview with Gen. George 
Sheridan, of Louisiana. 


What He Thinks Of the Grant 
Movement in the Southern 
States. 


Sensible Men Will Be Orushed by Poli- 
ticians Until After Republican 
Success in 1880, 


Then, the Deluge—Bob Toombs’ Constituency— 
Republican Presidential Candidates— 
Tilden Tunneling. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 

Wasnineror, D. C., Nov. 29.—Gen: George 
Sheridan, of Louisiana, is one of the best talk- 
ers in America. His speeches during the recent 
campaign in the West were among the master- 
pieces of American oratory, and some of them 
were, I believe, printed in Tas Trisuns. He 
has recently returned here from an extended 
campaign-tour in New York, Ohio, and Maine. 
Finding him by his cheerful fireside, 

I ASKED HIS VIEWS 
of the situation in the South, with the result 
that is given in the talk which follows: 

„What do you know,” I said, “about the 
break in the Solid South im connection with the 
Grant boom!“ 

„ do not doubt,” he answered, that there 
isin the South a large number of men — found 
mostly among the business classes, and among 
those who are dependent upon negro labor for 
success—who really favor the nomination of 
Grant for the Pre#Mlency. They favor Gen. 
Grant under the impression that, without any 
regard to their State organizations, he would 
put down any efforts that might be made in the 
direction of violence or bulldozing. This is 
the idea that the people of the South, 
since the War, have always had of peace 
and order. They look to an outside force to 
maintain it. While these men want quiet, 
peace, and protection to the negro, 

THEY LACK THE NERVE 

necessary to organize themselves to accomplish 
that purpose. While I believe that, numer- 
ically, the class of which I speak is in the ma- 
jority inthe South, they, nevertheless, are the 
same element that they were before the War. 
They yield to the aggressive politicians of the 
South.“ 

„Are these men of whom you speak them- 
selves politicians !“ 

„think not. I think that they do not care 
for politics. If they did, they would organize 
in some form, and make effective the ideas 
which they claim to have. The notion that 
the South will go for Grant in the 
Presidential year, however, is absurd,—for the 
reasou that the politicians will not be embraced 
in this movement which now is so extensively 
talked about in the South. You see this dem- 
onstrated by the 
POSITION OF THE SOUTHERN MEN IN CONGRESS. 
These men simply desire to maintain them- 
selves in their position. The managing poli- 
tieiaus are the only aggressive element in the 
South. They will override, and destroy, and 
make of no effeet this sentiment whichis now 
resulting in talk about the Grant movement 
South.”’

ARRIVAL OF A LARGE FLEET. 

A large fleet, and probably the last of the season 
for this port, arrrved.yesterday, and made things 
go a-booming in the harbor. The wind blew fresh 
from the northwest yesterday, and brought the 
sail craft inrapidly.

Before this last fleet came in there was a large 
number of Vessels in the harbor, ani the work of 
stripping them and placing their outfits in store 
was proceeding actively when over ütty more craft 
were added to the number, andthe employes 
at the ship-chandleries and store- houses 
were kept as busy as bees in getting 
the outfits out of wagons from on board vessels, 
yawi-boats, and tugs. The chilly and damp at- 
mosphere rendered the stripping and stormng 
operations very disagreeable.

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Michel Chevalier. * 
New York Times. Nov. 30. 

A cable dispatch from Paris announces the 
death of M. Michel Chevalier, the celebrated 
writer on politico-economic aud industrial topics, 
and the most earnest advocate in France of the 
privcipies of free trade. M. Chevalier had 
reached the age of 73 years. In his long and 
busy life, he embraced and ardently advocated 
various political opinions, yet always kept faith 
in the idea that the world was growing better, 
and would continue to grow in goodness, even 
to the attainment of the “golden age“ 
Through all his years he maiutamed the creed 
be accepted in early manhood, that belief which 
is best expressed in the epigram of Pere Enfan- 
tin, his early tutor: he golden age, that a 
blind tradition bas located in the past, is yet to 
be achieved. 

M. Chevalier was born at Limoges Jan. 13, 
1806. His father was a merchant in a small 
way. At 18 years of age, he was admitted to 
the Polytechnic School, from where he went to 
the School of Mines. He graduated as an 
engineer a short time before the revolution of 
1830, and was, at the time of that event, at- 
tached to the Department of the North.. Young, 
earnest, and hopeful, he was easily attracted 


by the ideas that ruled in that strange period. 
He became infected with the belief that the 


i time was come for the adoption of methods, 


by the practice of which the ways of the world 
would be changed, and that happy condition of 
things would be brought about in which all 
men should have an equal chauce at the begin- 
ning of life, and there would be no selfish in- 
centive offered for the accumulation of riches. 
Briefly stated, he thought he saw the dawning 
of the time when men would labor for the 
common good of all. Acting under the 
charm of this delusion, he gave 
his adherence to the. sect of Saint- 
Simonian Socialists; and, in September, 1830, 
he wrote for the Globe of Paris, the organ of 
that body, two articles which so captivated the 
leaders of the sect that he was invited to be- 
come the editor of the journal. He accepted 
the trust, and kept it for two years, displaying 
in his writings, in the meantime, the most di- 
verse powers. Among these were definit and 
certain knowledge of all matters he undertook 
to explain, indefatigable zeai for labor, passion- 
ate enthusiasm, and charming skill in literary 
construction. Furthermore, he showed remark- 
able oratorical gifts at the meetings of his fel- 
low-Saint-Simonians. When Pere Enfantin 
caused the schism in the ranks of these enthu- 
siasts by enuneiating the doctrines of a free 
community in goods, of the enfranchisemen: of 
women, and of a moral reform in contradistinc- 
tion to that sought to be brought about by 
Christian principles. Chevalier followed bim, 
and becamea member of the community that 
Eunfantin founded at Menilmontant. 

He su bscribed to the ereed, God is every- 
thing; everything is in God,” and became a con- 
tributer to the rapsodical Bible of his sect, 
which was known as“ Le Livre Nouveau.“ 
The police finally broke up the Menilmontapt 
community in July, 1832. Enfantin, the Pon- 
tiff of the New Church; Chevalier, and his fel- 
low-Cardinals, so-called, minor priests, and 
some disciples were tried in a criminal court for 
outrages all to have been committei upon 
public morals. Enmfantin and Chevalier were 
each sentenced to imprisonment for a year. 
Chevalier was pardoned after two or three 

months, and he speedily retracted all he had 
written in the Globe against Christianity. the 
ceremony of marriage, and family relations. 

Some time after these events, Chevalier was 
sent by M. Thiers to the United States to study 
the system of communication by rail and water 
ways in use here. He did his work in ths 
country with love, and, as de journeyed 
from city to city, he wrote to the 
Journal des Debats a series of letters about what 
he saw, commenting upon everything with the 

urpose to point out what be considered wrong- 

eaded prejudices, French as well as American. 
He revised the letters in 1836, and they were 
republished in book form under the title, 
Lettres 8 du Nord.“ This work 
was the cause of his ing sent on a mission to 
England at the time of the commercial panic of 
1837. He was almost killed by an accident 
while there, but he fulfilled his mission faith- 
fully. Soon after returning home be produced 
a work on the material interest of France, which 
has been reprinted very often, and is considered 
a wasterpiece of its kind. In it he recorded all 
the improvements that had been recently made 
in the public works and industrial methods of 
France, and pointed out the means by which 
others could be brought about. For his labors, 
he was rewarded in 1838 by being made a 
Chevalier of the Legion of Honor and member 
of the Superior Council of Commerce and of 
the Royal Council of the University. 

Later on he was made Professor of Political 
Economy in the College of France. In 
13845>"6 he was a member of the 
Chamber of Deputies, but was not 
re-elected. Hethan annouced himself as a Free- 
Trader, and, entering with his usual euthusi- 
asm upon the labor of pushing his new princi- 
pies into acceptance, he attempted to form an 
association after the model of the Anti-Corn 
Law League of England. He did not succeed 
in this effort, and he was carried by it into op- 
posing bis former friends, the Socialists, who 
were outspoken in their hatred of political ecoa- 
omy. In combatting them, he comb at ted rev- 
olutionism generally with his Lettres sur 
Organ ization du Travail, et la Question des 
Travailleurs,““ published in 1848. He became 
so conservative in bis opinions, moreover, that 
he applauded the coun d’etatin an address to 
Louis Napoleon on behalf of the Conseil-Gen- 
eral of Herault, in September, 1852. Having 
been deposed by the Provisioual Gevernment 
from his chair at the College of France. he was 
rewarded by the new Emperor with a restoration 
to it. He was also named a Counselor of State, 
and made an Engineer-in-Chief. Previous to 
this time be had been given charge of the sec- 
tion of Political Economy in the Academy of 
Moral and Political Sciences. 

Chevalier had still, however, to meet the op- 
position of the Protectionist party, and it was 
powerful enough to prevent him from being 
sent as a French Commissioner to the London 
International Exhibition. He obtained his re- 
veuge for this defeat. however, in pegotiating 
with Mr. Cobden the treaty of free commerce 
between England and France, which was carried 
into effect in 1860. In March of that year M. 
Chevalier was ra'sed to the dignity of a Senator 
of the Empire. He was President of the Freneh 
Jury at the London Exposition of 1862, having 
been previously President of the Dublin Confer- 
ence on Social Sciente. At the Exposition 
Universelle of 1867 he was charged with the 
publication of the official report, which he 
prefacea with a valuable introduction; 
and in 1869 he acted as President of 
the International Peace League. Several 
years later—in 1875—be organized a society of 
capitalists for the purpose of construct ug a 
submarine tunnel between France and England, 
and signed au agreement for the work with the 
French Minister of Public Works. Soon after 
that time be visited England, and was received 
with the most distinguished honors, and tailed 
as one of the greatest economists of the world. 
He was then given by the Royal Society of Arts 
the golden medal of Prince Albert in recogni- 
tion of his services in the cause of free trade. 
This was the second medal of the kind ever 
struck, the first having been struck for tue Em- 
peror Napoleon in 1865. M. Chevalier’s writ- 
mes UPON politico-ecovomic and kindred topics 
are known thro t the world, and bis 
brocbura on “ The ble Fall in the Value of 
ef Gold” was transiated by no less a person 
than Mr. Cobden io 1858. 


Wiliam Ives Badington, D. D.

The Rey. Dr. William Ives Badington died at 
his resid in Brooklyn on Saturday morning. 
He was born at New Haven, Conn, Abril 21, 
1815. te graduated at Tale Coll in 1834, 


and at Andover, leaving the last-named institu- | 
tion in 1889. He was ordained pastor of the 
First Church, Charlestown, Mass., on the 22d 
of April, 1840. Here be remained for fourteen 
years. In 1854he preached in the Western Pres- 
bvterian Church for a short time. He was then 
called to the pastorate of the Clinton Averue 
Congregational Church, in Brooklyn, and began 
bis ministry there on the 22d of April, 1855. In 
1856 he received from Amherst College the de- 


gree of Doctor of Divinity. 

The ministry of Dr. Budington in Brooklyn 
was from the first highly successful. His 
preaching attracted great congregations, and 
was largely attended by bearers not members of 
his church, which was remarkable for the inter- 
est whicb it manifested in all good works. 

In the Beecher-Tilton affair, which so unfort- 
unately agitated the churches of Brooklyn, Dr. 
Budington, in conjunction with the Rev. Dr. 
Storrs, was engaged in an effort to keep Ply- 
mouth Church within what they regarded as the 
line of duty. There was much conference and 
much correspondence with but little result. 
An ecclesiastical council, to which Plymouth 
Church was invited, effected little more, .and 
did nothing to heal the differences which had 
arisen, or to put Plymouth Church in a posi- 
tion of closer fellowsbip. 

In 1878 Dr. Budington was attacked by cancer 
of the lip, which. rapidly developed. This was 
twice excised,—once in this country and once 
in London. He returned from abroad after the 
last operation apparently much improved in 
health: but the terrible disease soon returned, 
nor did a third operation prove successful in 
arresting it. On the 22d of December Dr. Bud- 
ington addressed a letter to his congregation 
resigning the pastoral office which it had been 
„his honor and happiness to hold for nearly 
twenty-four years.“ 

In 1845 Dr. Budington published a History 
of the Firat Church, Chariestowu, Mass.“; he 
also published occasional sermons; and in 1873, 
‘*Responsive Worship; Discourse with notes 
and letters from the Revs. G. B. Bacon, L. 
Bacon, R. S. Storrs, Jr., aud others.”’ 

Dr. Budington was twice married. His first 
wife was Miss Gunton, of Washington, D. C., 
and she was the mother of five of bis childrén. 
His second wife was Mrs. Nicholson, of Canan- 
daigua. He leaves three sens and three daugh- 
ters. 


IRELAND’S WOES. 


Canon Burke Depicts the Sorrows and Snuf- 
ferings of the Irish Farmers—A Pathetic 
Appeal—What Can Be Done? 
Wasurncorton, D. C., Nov. 29.—The following 

is the copy of letter received bere a few days 
ago by Miss Esmeralda Boyle, which, as will be 
seen, makes a sad exhibition of affairs among 
the tenantry in Ireland. Caron Burke is, it is 
understood, related to the eminent Dominican 
Friar, Father Tom Burke, and is a priest of con- 
siderable influence iu Mayo. Miss Boyle has de- 
cided to plece a copy of the letter in the hands 
of every Senator and Representative when Con- 
gress meets next week, with the hope that 
something may be done to alleviate the suffer- 
ing at present felt in Erin- 

CLAREMORRIS, CounTy Mayo, IRELAND, No- 
vember Eve, 1879.—My Dear Miss Boyle: It is 
now six months since you had a letter from me. 
Last Mav our people were hopeful that, after 
the unusually! severe winter which had passed. 
the summer would be very fine and the harvest 
would come to crown with an abundant return 
the labors and trials of the year. The contrary 
of all this has come to pass. Since 1845 the 
Irish people have not had so bad a failure in the 
potato crop. Ir some districts it is at present 
one-half, in others three-fourths, and I have 
been told that some farmers have lost even 
more than three-fourths of the normal return. 
The cereal crops are not all that one could wish. 
The cold of winter is felt already in the chill 
northern blasts, and even in this, the last efen- 
ing of October, there are many cornfields un- 
reaped and a few not wholly ripe. Peat or turf 
is, in Connaught, tne only fuel; this year’s peat 
for firing is not yet dried. A fuel tamine 
threatens. Aloog with these misfortunes sent by 
God for the chastisement and improvement of 
our people, there exists also great commercial 
depression. The price for sheep, caws, oren, 
and all kinds of live stock is only one-half what 
it had been two years ago; and this depression 
is notably low in regard to the poor man’s 
stock, because there is no demand for animals 
that are not marketable or in good conditien. 
American farm produce has cheapened our mar- 
kets immensely. 

Hence you will see that our people cannot 
pay the high rents which they are accustomed 
to pay. Nay. some of the smal! farmers cannot 
continue to hold on to the farms they have 
hitherto tilled. They will have quite enough 
to do this year to exist merelv; they will not be 
in a position to support their sons and daughb- 
ters and prepare them for the battle of life. 

Already the cry has gone forth, What is to be 
done for the reduction of rents? Most of the 
land-owners in this parish have remitted 25 per 
dent. (Those landlords who hold extensive 
property have given vo reduction.) 

Abatement such as this, however, is not suffi- 
cient. All the priests and people of Connaught 
have, under one form or another, memorialized 
the Lord-Lieutenant who rules Ireland to give 
the people employment at some remunerative 
work. Yesterday the Bishops of Ireland im- 
plored ber Majest 's Vicegerent to save the peo- 
ple’s lives. This day’s Freemans Journal con- 
tains the strange news that his Grace the Lord- 
Lieutenant bas turned a deaf ear to the appeal 
of the Irish Bishops. To-day the Corporation 
of Dublin lays the prayers of a famishing nation 
at the feet of its Governor. This day will wit- 
ness the same callous reply. 

must express the opinion, which is known 
oF many to be true, that his Grace the Duke of 
Mariborough personally feels for the people’s 


wants, but as a member of the Earl of Beacons- 
field’s Government he will do—and can do— 
nothing. On the first week in November all the 
Irish members of Parliament will lay a similar 
appeal before the Prime Minister. Disraeli wil! 
simply laugh at their apparent earnestness. 
What does he care if 100,000 Irish people die of 
famine! Nothing! | 

He regards Irishmen just as he regards their 
Aran cousins to the east and west of the In- 
dus. Like the lark in the fable, the lrish peo- 
ple seem to think that they must depend on 
themselves and on the children of their race. 
The distress which bas fallen on this country is 
in truth great, and the people, I fear, must 
suffer. The only immediate and direct remedy 
is employment. This they are not likely, as 
you see, to obtain. Immigration, therefore, to 
America, in winter and in the coming spring, is 
likely to be renewed. You cannot but observe 
the fraternal spirit in which King Alfonso of 

Spain bas acted towards those who, in his Proy- 
ince of Murcia, suffered from the late floods. 
He, like a father, ran to aid his chiidren, the 
Spaniards. 

How differently, compared with our rulers, 
the Emperor aud Empress of Austria acted 
last spring to those among their subjects who 
in like manber had suffered! Four years 
azo the Garonne, swollen by the rains 
of tne Pyrenees, committed great de- 
yastation in the south of France. The 
then President. Marshal McMahon, went in per- 
son to relieve the sufferers. The people of these’ 
nations ask for bread, and they receive abund- 
ance of bread and every requisite. We ask for 
bread, and are given a stone; a fish, and, be- 
hold, a serpent is presented. Disraeli does net 
govern on a principle of richt, or of distributive 
justice, or with fatherly concern for the subjects 
of this nation. His rule is one of policy and 
Statecraft, directed by Imperial interests, and 
seemingly the outcome of political pressure. 
You were never in Ireland. Many Irish men 
and women now in your country were in Ireland 
in 1846, 1547, and 1848. They know how the 
multitudes chen asked for bread, and there 
were none to break unto them.“ Then, as in 
Jerusalem during the captivity, “the children 
and the sucklings fainted away in the streets.” 

I myself saw strong men and young women 
die of starvation; one voung girl especially, of 
19, the eldest of a poor family of nine, struggled 
in the jaws of hunger for six months an! then 
perishd, literally reduced to a heap of bones. I 
did my best at the time to help that family. I 
was then only 18 years of age. I saw two men 
Gead with grass iv their mouths, having striven 
in vain to obtain sufficient nutriment to sustain 
life from the grass of the field. Scenes like 
these were then common. Many would not be- 
lieve that such things ovcurred, bet I saw them. 
I saw bundreds of children, from the age of 2 
to 12, with hair on their skinny arms and cheeks 
fully one-half inch long—a false growth caused 
by decay and hunger. I saw over 1,000 men 
and women, and children of all sizes and ages 
outside the Poor-House of Castiebar, assembled 
for iaspection by order of the Poor-law guard- 
lane, lest any name sbould be on the Relieving 
Officer's list exceyt those who were actually at 
Lhe time alive I cannot say in the flesh, for 
flesh they had none. Their presence at the 
time. young as | was, reminded me of the vision 
of boues beheld by the propbet. 

Shali scenes like these occur again? God for- 
bid! Shall the children of Saint Patrick—twe 
sons of saints and sages; the descendants of a 
poble race; the O’Bo;yles, who have come dowp 
from the conquermg Niall the Great; the 
O’Briens; the O’Donnelis, your cousins from 
Donegal; the O’Loughlins and MacLoughiins: 
the O’ Reillys, O’Keilys, and all the O's and Macs 
of the graud Milesian stock—perish miserabiy 
from negiect? Shall the children of the high- 
miuded and fiery, yet noble Norman families 
share the same fate? Away with the thought! 

The times are changed. Food, at all events, is 
cheap. Our friends in América will send reiief 
the ürst moment the real crisis, which is hasten-

If God bas not blessed us with abundant 
wealtn He has given us a noble heritage in an 
ancestry illustrious for noble deeds 
for the greatest of all His gifts,—the 
blessings of the divine faith.

Ifapeasant proprietary bas made America 
and other nations rich, contented, and happy, 
why should it not make Ireland rich, contentea, 
and happy! It is worth while to try. The 
question is, How? [ suggest, to reclaim the 
waste lands, to buy those estates offered for 
sale, and to subddivice them iuto farms ot twenty 
acres among the tenants now in possession, 80 
that im three years or in ten the tenants would 
become lords and owners of their own farms. 
We want to secure free homes for our Irish 
farmers dwelling now on Irisa soil. The Gov- 

ernment could, if it so pleased, buy up the right 
of the landlords, and settle the matter at once. 
But the present Government of this country 
will not dothis. Ali available persuasion should 
be brought to bear to convince them that noth- 
ing else but this remedy, except sell-legislatlon, 
willever make lreland—as she ought to be 
great, glorious, and free.

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The Most Wonderful Natural Curiosity Let 
Dis covered. 
Nashville (Tenn.) Banner. 

The beautiful Buffalo Valley—the mountain- 
eer’s paradise, and one of the most romantic 
spots in Tennessee—iies along the eastern bank 
of that lovely mountain stream, the Caney Fork. 
Three or four miles from the mouth of this 
valley stands an old water mill, whose huge 
iron-bound wheel, it is said, performed its last 
revolution somewhere about the year 1818. The 
mill in its day was no doubt a wonder in that 
part of the country, for, judging by its present 
appearance, it must bave been the most won- 
derfully constructed building of its kind ever 
erected in that vicinity. It is now the home of 
rats and owls, and the asbesof the jolly old 
miller, who long years ago was the life and the 
light of the place, sleep peacefully on a neigh- 
boring hill. Under this old mill is the most 
wonderful spring of which the worid has ever 
heard. Among the inhabitants it is known 
as the “ Devii’s Spring.“ No one seems 
to know how or when it received 
this uppleasing, importunate appellation. Few 
people, o:her than those living in the immediate 
neighborhood, kuow of its existence, and they 
rarely visit it, from the fact that it is believed 
to exert a powerful and evil influence over all 
who were rash enough to venture sufficiently 
near its confines to allow a single drop of the 
bubbling, boiling fluid to fall on them or their 
garments. Besides, the old mill is said to be 
haunted, and this alone would keep those super- 
stitious, though pious, people from risking their 
lives by frequenting the accursed place, much 
less the fact that tbe devil keeps his spring un- 
derneath it. Notwithstanding the many har- 
rowing tales related by the natives of the loss 
of fortune, reason, and finally death to those 
who had ventured in too close proximity 
to the unhallowed spot, a gentleman recent- 
ly visited the mill and the spring, the lat- 
ter of which he thorougbly examined, pronounc- 
ing it the most remarkable natural curiosity he 
had ever seen. The spring is described as boil- 
ing up from the centre of a solid rock, its shape 
being very like that of a busbel measure and 
about as large. Ihe sides of this basin or hole 
are perfectly smooth, having the appearance of 
having been polished by the hand of man. Its 
depth is not known. The people who reside 
in the immediate vicinity say it is without bot- 
tom. How this may be we are not prepared to 
state, but true it is that an iron wedge and 300 
feet of cord failed to reach it. The water is of 
a darx-blue color and boils up with great force, 
—s0 great that it spouts up several inches above 
its proper confines. And not only does it boil 
up with immense force, butit whirls around 
with tremendous velocity, something after the 
fasnion of a whirlwind. 

The géntieman who describes it says that he 
dipped an ordinary tin dipper into the spring 
ior the purpose of procuring some of the water 
for a closer examination of its qualities, and 
that the moment the dipper touched the water 
it was wrenched from his grasp as though it had 
been struck from his hand by a stroke of light- 
ning, and indeed, he states, that his arm felt 
very much as if it had been suddenly paralyzed. 
In endeavoring to regain the dipper, which did 
not sink more than six inches below the sur- 
face, but which kept whirling round and round 
80 fast that it was almost impossibie to see it, 
he placed his band into the water. He says that 
the sensations be experienced at the instant bis 
fingers touched the water were singularly 
strange, causing him to think that thousands of 
needles had pierced his body at ove time. But 
he didn’t succeed in getting the dipper out. He 
tried time and again to wrench it from its 
fastenings, but the greedy waters seemed loath 
to give up their strange captive, to which they 
clung with more than a vise-like grasp. Giv- 
ing up all hope of rescuing the dipper with 
his hands, the gentleman bethoucht himself of 
an empty flask which he carried in his com- 
panion. With this he again attempted to lift 
some water from the spring, and was rewarded 
with success, not, however, without a considera- 
ble effort, for it requirea his entire strength to 
prevent the angry waters from snatching the 
flask from his hands. Pouring a single drop of 
the strange fluid in the paim of his left hand be 
examined it minutely with a magnifying glass 
with the most satisfactory results. He states 
that the drop of Water closely resembles a flake 
of snow viewed with the same instrument. He 
examined -several other drops, and, strange to 
say, each presented a marked difference ia ab- 
pearance. ‘he first assumed the shape of a 
star, the second that of a crescent, the third a 
dagger, the fourth a comet, and soon. After 
concluding his examination, the gentleman re- 
solved to further test the qualities of the water 
by tasting it. Letting a single drop fall on his 
tongue, he was surprised and delighted to find 
that it sparkled like the best brand of imported 
champagne.

So de- 
lightful was the effect that he forgot for the 
time where he was, and uttered peal after peal 
of the wildest possible laughter.

I have another story about Judge Key, the 
Postmaster General, who is not only the best- 
natured man in the Cabinet, but who does not 
hesitate totell a jokeupon himself. It was 
upon the surrender of the Rebels that Lieut.- 
Col. Key, of a Tennessee Rebel regiment, found 
himself in North Carolina, very poorly off for 
clothes, surrounded by his wife and six children, 
also poor in raiment, without a dollar of money 
that would buy a rasher of bDavon and a oint of 
corn-meal. He had a few dollars of Confederate 
money, but it was not worth the dirty paper it 
was printed on. Judge Key says the world 
has seemed dark to him before now, and that 
the silver huing ef the clouds that the 
poets sing about was not even German 
silver. Indeed, he thinks the lining was the 
blackest part of the clouds. He knew not where 
toturo. Nearly everybody about bim was as 
poor as be was, and the suffering through the 
section of the State in which he found himself 
was very great. He appealed to his wife, a 
woman of stout heart, who still blesses his ex- 
istence, and she was wore hopeful. He bad 
nothing in the world but a half-starved mule 
that had been bis war horse for many months. 
This was before the days of the Commune, and 
he didn’t know that mule meat was good; be- 
sides, be did not want to kill nis war horse that 
had carried him through so many deadly 
breaches. Before Judge Key and his excellent 
family, however, had reached that point where 
prayers take the place of hunger, relief came. 
An old resident of North Carolina heard of Key’s 
necessities and helped bim out. He gave him 
seed to sow, a shanty to live in, and some land 
to till, also a small supply of bacon and corn- 
meal. The Judge then went to work. He beat 
his sword into a plowshare and he beat bis flery 
charger into a plow-horse.

Judge Key says that he had been intimate 
with Andrew Johnson, who was then President. 
They had been close friends in Tennessee, but 
he did not know to what length Jobnson’s 
temper would carry bim. Jobnson proposed 
to hang all the Rebels at that time. 80 Key, 
while he was in North Carolina, bethought 
him te write to Jobnson and see what 
would come of it. The people were in 
a very unhadpy, uncertain, and anxious 
state of mind, and Key wrote all the 
circumstances at length. He waited a reply 
wita a good deal of apprehensiun. It came in 
due course of mail—a very kind, brotherly let- 
ter, inclosing a pardon! Judge Key had not 
asked for tnis, and he was quite overwhelmed. 
He sars he has in bis time had some important 
and interest ing papers in his hands, dut be shall 
never treasure a document as be treasures that. 
What became of the Judge’s mule I never 
heard. Probably it closed its career as ali 
children’s stories end.—by living in peace, dy- 
ing in grease, and being buried in a hunk of tal- 
low. Mrs. Key, who los the mosey, is now 
the popular wife of the Postm as 
handsome and genial a matron as you can find 
in a week's travel. She is the mother of nine 
children and is in the full blush of middle- aged 
womanhood.
